IN KWEICHOW 


‘The Communist forces—estimated 
varlously at: between 20,000 to $0,000 
men—are delivering a serious threat 
to Kwelchow's capital, 

where the Generalissimo is personal 
directing the Government operations. 
Since being driven out of Kiangsi 
these Red troops have passed through 
the north of Kuangtung, the south of 
Hunan, the south of Kweichow 
(within twenty miles south of 
Kwelyan) to” the ‘Yunnan and 
Szechuan border. Thence they have 
Jatruck ‘backwards to the north of 
Kwelchow, owing to their discovery 
‘of the impossibility of erossing the 
‘Yangtze in face of the strong Govern- 
ment forces likely to be opposed to 
‘hem there. Slipping across the Wu 
‘Kiang on rafts they unexpectedly 
took Tsunyi, a loss for which General 
Chiang Kai-shek took disciplinary 
action against the Government com- 
‘mander. From Tsunyi they have now 
pushed southwards so that they were 
in within twenty miles of 
Kweiyan—this time on the north side. 
‘The fighting appears to be develop- 
ing in intensity and the Government's 
forces are being subjected to a severe 
test. The Kwangs! troops are said to 
be moving up in support of the Gen- 
eralissimo's drive whieh, Judging from 
the latest telegrams, appears to have 
successfully countered the threat to 
‘Kwelyan. ‘The Reds have again 
changed their course and are en- 
Jdeavouring to effect a junction with 
Ho Lung’s forces. They have an 
advantage over their pursuers in the 
greater mobility usually accruing to 
Jmarauders of their sort. But evident- 
ly General Chiang Kai-shek is deter- 
mined to give them as little rest as 
possible and the action of his aero- 
planes may prove a decisive factor 
achieving his declared desire of 
rounding up the fugitives.

AN AMERICAN CRITIC 


‘Mr. Frederick William Kellogg's 
robust criticism of the failings of 
Europe cannot be:impeached for i 
sincerity. Even if it be regarded 
imperfectly seized of the actual sigal- 
ficance of current international ten- 
dencies, it has to be taken into ac- 
count as the product of impressions 
formed. by actual contacts end em- 
siderable experience. Yet, in a sense 
it vindicates the patience of the 
diplomacy which is now seeking 9 
find a way out of the European im- 
passe. For, if a shrewd observer like 
Mr. Kellogg can be so doubtful of 
the efficacy of institutions to which 
Europe is strongly altsched, there is 
‘an obvious need for increased effort 
to establish the soundness of the 
technique of peace-construction. An. 
‘overhauling of methods as well as of 
arguments is indicated. Perhaps it 
will then be found that Mr. Kellogg, 
and those who think as he does aro 
prepared to develop a firmer beliet| 
fn the good faith of the statesmen of 
the Old World.

Banks Rearranging Only to | Rumoured Tariff Increase

Shanghai, Apr. 3. 
‘Mr. T. V. Soong, former Minister 
of Finance, on his assumption of the 
chairmanship of the Bank of China, 
yesterday morning, stated that China 
‘will not resort to inflation, and that 
the policy and routine of the institu:

CHINA CONCLUDES U.S. 
PURCHASES 


One-third of $50,000,000 
Loan Used 


‘Washington, Apr. 1. 

China has decided to use only’ 
US$17,105,385 of the U-$.$30,000,000| 
five-year " Reconstruction Finance | 
Corporation loan authorized in 1933 
for the purchase of American cotton | 
‘and wheat, it was announced to-day 
by Mr. Jesso H. Jones, B. F.C. 
chairman. 

‘As a result of this decision, the 
office here of Dr. W. P, Wel, Chinese 
nance counsellor for the loan, will 
be closed, 

‘Mr. Jones said that China had met! 
all repayments promptly, having s0| 
far repaid U.S.$2,205,000. 

‘The R. F.C. head said he under- 
stood that China felt that she had 
urehased all the cotton and wheat 
she could use under the terms of the 
agreement, which forbade re-shipping_ 
‘of the commodities out of China. 

‘Cheap Japanese cotton cloth ex- 
ports “might have had some bearing” 
‘on the curtailment of purchases,” Mr. 
Jones) said. 

‘The original loan, Mr. Jones re- 
called, ‘provided for’ the purchase of 
U.S$40,000,000 of cotton ahd US. 
{$10,000,000 "ot wheat.

“We should attempt to bring about 
reconciliation between China and 
Japan without exciting the suspicions. 
‘and hostility of other Powers,” he 
concluded. 

‘Lord Newton (Conservative), who

Economic Reconstruction to 
Follow “New Life” 


Kweiyang, Apr. 1. 

‘The immediate inauguration by the 
Government of a policy to guarantee 
security to the life and property of 
the people and to raise the standard 
‘of living by the development, on 
modern lines, of the long-dormant 
natural resources of the country Urg- 
ently is needed to save China, said 
Gen. Chiang Kal-shek in an inter- 
view to-day. There would be a new 
movement, he stid, to’ follow up the 
new life movement and be. comple- 
mentary to it, with the definite alm 
of saving the Chinese race from thelr 
resent peril and to relieve the peo- 
ple of the whole nation of thelr 
suffering.

‘The measures now taken by the

Tt was decided at the meeting that 
a petition be submitied to the Execu- 
tive Yuan requesting the establish- 
ment of a Land. Administration 
Ministry to be in charge of all affairs 
pertaining to land administration in 
the country. 

‘Members of the meeting showed 
keen interest in the fixing of a land 
Jpolicy tor China. After lengthy dis- 
eussions, it was agreed that it should 
be a policy of equalization of landow- 
nership as advocated by the late 
leader, Dr, Sun Yat-sen. In the 
execution of such a policy, the 
/meeting pointed out that the following 
salient points should be borne in 
mind: 1—Axation of land values and 
tax on the increment of land values; 
}2.—Sxation of land rent in accordance 
with land value and readjustment of 
relations between landlords and 

‘establishment of 
financial agents for the development” 
of land enterprises; 4.—the enforce. 
ment of reclamation policy for the 
‘cultivation of waste land and the 
equal distribution of population 
throughout the country.

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LORDS LOOK EASTWARD 
Aprit 5. 
‘The Farl. of Stanhope happily 
defined British policy in the Far 
ast in meeting the various argu- 
‘ments emerging from the debate in 
the House of Lords on Earl Peel's 
request for British initiative in 
furthering the reconciliation of 
China and Japan. Lord Stanhope 
firmly endorsed the view that Sino~ 
‘apanese friendship was essential to 
‘the peace of the Far Bast and 
could accordingly command the 
athy and support of, Great 
Butaln.” similarly” the improve 
‘ment in the relations between Japan 
and Soviet Russia was welcomed by 
the British Government. To 
‘observers here this would seem to 
‘be the logical implication of the 
principles which have guided 
British actions and found expres- 
sion in the pronouncements of 
responsible British statesmen. Yet 
some of the speeches, as summar- 
ized in the cables, ‘suggest that 
there is a curiously’ vague indeci- 
sion oppressing the minds of the 
Government's interrogators—they 
ean hardly be called critics. Lord 
Peel and Lord Marley seemed to 
have more accurately sensed the 
realities of the situation than some 
of their colleagues. Lord Peel, 
while recognizing the misappre- 
hensions which might arise from 
@n immediate canvassing of the 
position under the Washington 
‘Treaty, was clearly appreciative of 
the need for maintaining the tradi- 
tions of Sino-British friendship as 
‘a natural corollary to amicable and 
perceptive understanding — with 
Japan. Lord Marley went further 
with some precision when he sup- 
ported a sympathetic regard for 
Japan's own economic needs and 
possible interests in the develop- 
ment of Mongolia and advocated 
‘the assoclation of Soviet Russia 
with any international discussions 
which might be framed to deal 
with Far Eastern policies. And, in 
sounding a cautignary note against 
plans which might appear to 
involve a revival of the economic 
domination of China, Lord Marley, 
‘was far nearer to'the spirit of the 
Government's reply than some ot 
the other speakers. 


Japan's secession trom the 
‘League was taken by Lord Peel as 
the outward and visible sign of the 
weakening of the ties between 
Europe and the Far East. No doubt | 
the present preoccupations of Great 
Britain with the problems of Euro- 
pean settlement have accentuated 
that impression. It was fitting, 
therefore, that Lord Stanhope 
should implicitly re-affirm the Gov- 
ernment's steady adherence to re~ 
sponsibilities which her interests in 
the Far East have created. Some 
of the views expressed in the 
course of the debute seemed to 
exaggerate China's admittedly 
serious difficulties and, at the same 
time, to cast doubt upon the 
reality of Sino-Japanese friendship. 
These views received heightened 
colour from the obsession which 
seems to afflict critics like the 
Duke of Atholl. The Duke and. 
those who appear to be associated 
‘with him, affect to see in the Far 
Eastern situation a dangerously 
subversive China by the correction 
of whom at Japanese hands the 
rest of the world, including Great 
Britain, may greatly benefit. This: 
attitude derives, perhaps, from an 
imperfect appreciation of the ac- 
tual progress made in China in 
recent years and, also, from an in- 
veterate desire to traverse the con- 
troversy which began with the 
‘Mukden incident of September 
1931, Japan is not treated any: 
more justly than China by such a 
perversion of events. When China 
and Japan are gradually settling 
themselves down to the task of 
smoothing out their differences, it 
19 not the part of statesmanship to 
force the pace or to indicate a goal 











with the collective system 
‘Geneva—is inclined to give exces- 
sive attention to the interests of 
‘other powers, so long as she is con~ 
vineed that her communion with 
China is being efficiently served. 


Lord Stanhope gave such views! 
no encouragement. He stuck to| 
the essential facts when he suc-| 
cinctly declared that it was “in the| 
{interests of China and Japon to 
Jcome to terms and in the interests 
lof the whole world” Petulantly 
Impatient erities who have fever~ 
ishly seen, in any doubt of Japan- 
fese wisdom, hostile provocation of 
a champion of Far Eastern stability 
are now clearly ill at ease. They| 
Ihave to be protected against them- 
[selves in their apprehensions of the 
trend of Japanese policy. It would| 
be better if they would abanaon 
the desire to assert their dislike of 
ithe League by unseasonably urg- 
Ing the very sort of action which, 
not so many months back, they 
‘were gratuitously deprecating. The 
plain truth is that Japan and Cnina| 
fare recognizing the importance ot 
attending to their common need. 
Japan wants China's friendship. and 
China wants Japan's goodwill. In 
the attainment of that aim, they 
fare both prepared, presumably, to 
make the appropriate adjustments 
lof policy by compromise and toler~ 
Jance. Herein the duty of friendly 
powers les clearly along the line 
30 well @efined by Lord Stanhope. 
Looking at the situation from the 
point of view of Japan, it will be 
agreed that, having, ‘rightly or 
‘wrongly, dtSsociated ‘herself trom 
the League, the adaptation of her 
policy to the general requirements 
of international amity must be 
viewed in a spirit of strict regard 
for actualities rather than specula~ 
tions. ‘This will entail a broad 
vision which refuses to be ob- 
structed by casual manifestations 
but looks further afield to the needs 
of Japan and the effect of those 
Ineeds on the co-operation proposed 
between her and China. Tt is not 
hhelpful, at this stage, to join with 
Lord Lothian in stressing Japan's 
departure from the policy of col- 
lective action, nor to follow Lord 
‘Addington into the mystertes of a 
hypothetical fait accompli. And, if 
fan eye be cast to the present per~ 
plexities of Europe, it is not un- 
reasonable to suggest that the 
situation im the Far East may 
eventually 60 develop that the prob- 
‘tem of recovering the world’s faith 
in the League will be automaticaly 
solved, to the mutual satisfaction 
fof alt’ concerned. The issue can- 
not be forced. It must be allowed 
‘to work itselt to solution by the 
natural course of events, helped, it 
Hs to be hoped, by more generous 
understanding than seems available 
to a highly suspicious world at this 
moment.

Foreign culture has been in- 
timately introduced to the people 
of Great Britain in recent years by 
the series of special art exhibitions 
arranged at Burlington House, Lon~ 
}don, by the Royal Academy of 
Arts, In successive seasons paint- 
ings and other art works of Nether- 
lands, Flemish, French, Ttalian, 
Persian and Spanish artists have 
been shown to the great attraction, 
of visitors from all parts of the 
British Isles. The Italian exhibi- 
tion which was the latest of these 
‘successful enterprises drew no less 
than 580,000 visitors during the few 
months ‘of its occupancy of the, 
Royal Academy's galleries. Owing. 
to suggestions put forward by Mr. 
Quo Tai-chi, the present Chinese 
Minister to the Court of St. James, 
the possibility of giving Chinese art 
‘the next opportunity of ministering, 
to the cultural requirements of the 
British people came under con- 
sideration. It was felt that such 
a project, difficult though it might 
be to carry into effect, would help 
to foster Sino-British’ understand- 
jing, besides providing a large 
European public with a most 
‘valuable extension in its knowledge 
of art matters. Mr. Laurence 
‘Binyon who is one of the foremost

Its 
members include Mr. Quo Tai-chi, 
Sir William Llewellyn, the Pre- 
jsident of the Royal Academy, Mr. 
‘Leigh Ashton, Mr. Laurence Binyon, 
‘Sir Percival’ David, Mr. George 
Eumorfopoulos, Mr. 'R. L. Hobson, 
Mr. Sydney Leo, Sir Neill Malcol 
Professor Paul Pelliot, Mr. Bernard 
Rackham, Mr, Oscar’ Raphael, Dr.

The Chinese 
Government is thus to be warmly 
‘congratulated on giving its full 
authority to a movement for the 
study of Chinese art.

‘Their proper 
resting place is Peiping whither, 
presumably, in due course they 
will return.

‘They 
agree with this journal in thinking 
that His Royal Highness’ interpreta- 
tion of the need of youth might 
well be applied to Shanghai, Here 
the schools and the pupils in them 
suffer seriously from lack of 
facilities for organized games, 
physical recreation and the general 
cultivation of those abilities which 
require more than the form-room 
for their proper outlet. The Gir! 
Guides and the Boy Scouts exist 
‘to fill that need. They have already 
done much in Shanghai. They 
‘could do more. Their difculty 1s| 
not that of getting recruits. Indeed 
it is just the reverse: their 
organization is not yet able to ac- 
cept recruits as freely as it would 
like for the simple reason that it is 
not adequately equipped with the 
‘staff required to handle greater 
numbers of Guides and Scouts. 
There is a pressing need for 
Guiders and Scouters, as the officers 
of the movement are called. Ten 
years ago such a deficiency’ might 
have been regarded as exceedingly 
hard to remedy, because Shanghai- 
landers with ‘the requisite ex- 
perience would have been few and 
far between. Now that objection 
is scarcely valid. Most women com- 
ing to Shanghai nowadays have been 
through the Girl Guides in the 
course of their educational career. 
Among them it is thought that] 
‘there must be many who would be 
‘willing to continue their interest in 
the ‘movement by becoming Guiders 
to the Shanghal Guides. The same 
‘srgument applies to the men. If the 
Commissioners could be sure of 
‘adding appreciably to their officers’ 
roll they would see their way clear| 
to a definite development of the 
splendid work which the Girl 
‘Guides and Boy Scouts are already 
doing in Shanghai. 

It is felt that this demand for 
Guilders and Scouters is not fully 
appreciated and that a large mum- 
ber of women and men who would, 
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lout of a modest belief thet their 
‘services are not required. This 
diffidence can be comforted and cor- 
rected by an immediate reference 
to the Honorary Secretaries, Mrs, 
G. G. Phillips, 1 Daybrook Bstate, 
Tunsin Road,’ in. respect of Girl 
Guides and the Rev. J. L. Brown, 
219 Kiukiang Road, in respect of 
the Boy Scouts, ‘The Girl Guides 
offer special inducements to young, 
‘women who are either married oF 
have not to earn thelr own living. 
By becoming Guiders they will be 
doing a real service to the com- 
munity and they will be able to 
engage in an enterprise which, 
although taking on an average only 
‘one afternoon of their time weekly, 
wiladd enormously ta their interest 
in life here and, probably, prove @ 
‘bracing influence'in coping with the 
inevitable disadvantages of the 
daily round in this highly artiseial 
society. It is often wondered how 
it is that the former Girl Guide on 
airival here falls to continue her 
service. She perhaps fecls at first 
the need for adapting herself to 
the strangeness of the new life, 
‘She, quite sincerely, asks herself 
for three months’ grace before com 
mitting herself to anything. ‘That 
period of grace is all too productive 
of interests, The social whirl, the 
demands of convention, the claims 
‘of a rapidly expanded circle of 
fecquaintances, all combine to 
[smother good intentions. Yet there 
ought not to be surrender to this 
fenervating influence. However 
fadmirable may be the proper 
tribute to Shanghai's attrac 
tions, which, let it be said, 
are ‘by no means negligible or 
necessarily lacking in merit, the 
opportunity for preserving’ the 
ideals of the Girl Guide movement 
Jand ensuring the inculcation of 
those ideals in the minds of 
‘Young Shanghai, is greatly to be 
treasured. If it be missed a valu- 
fable protection against worse than 
boredom is deliberately foregone. 
Mutatis mutandis, the former Boy 
Scout or Scouter may be exhorted 
to the same end, for although he is 
unlikely to have the same leisure 
Jas the woman, the programme does 
not for him impose the limitations 
which tend to militate against the 
enrolment of business women As. 
Guiders. 

But the appeal for service doos 
not stop at the search for office 
It can be applied generally to the 
whole community. The individual 
membership of the Girl Guides and 
Boy Scouts Associations here is, in 
sum, barely over 100. Here, surely, 
{s an amazing disclosure, Whatever 
ground there may be for arguing 
that pressure of engagements 
prevents active service with the 
Guides or Scouts, there can be very 
little excuse—except on the score of 
real poverty—for the failure to give 
moral support to a magnificent in« 
stitution. Membership involves the 
triviat annual subscription of $5. 
Tt carries with it the supply of in- 
formation which keeps the member 
{n close touch with the activities of 
the Girl Guides or Boy Scouts, as 
the case may be. Few people ‘are 
inclined to undervalue the ‘move- 
‘ment which has done 0 much 
for young men and women, all the 
world over, Even fewer deny that 
Shanghai is in peculiar need of the 
guidance and leadership which 
naturally follow from participa 
tion in them. The restricted op- 
portunity for games and other 
recreation oppresses all’ who here 
save the duty of training Shane 
hai’s young citizens. Membership 
of the Association is an effective 
means of vindicating Shanghai's 
spirit of public service and it may 
bbe firmly commended to the foreign 
community as a whole in that sense. 
‘The qualification is inspired by the 
circumstance that, at present, the 
Chinese organizations which’ cor- 
respond to the Guides and Scouts 
Jare independent and have not yet 
linked up with the Imperial Head- 
‘quarters. So this appeal is mainly 
to foreigners in Shanghai. Tt is 
‘not, let it be emphasized once more, 
‘an appeal for funds, but an appeal 
tor personal service either by active 
lenrolment as Guiders or Scouts or 
by  vieariously encouraging the 
vigour of the movement in the form 
of direct identification with ite aims 
and objects. They comprise the 
fostering of true ideals of woman 
hood and manhood and, with them 
the basic qualities of ‘citizenship. 
[No more practical and no saner in- 
spiration can be afforded to the 
young people who have to help

The cultiva~ 
tion of humane treatment for all 
animals is not handicapped here as 
it is in some countries by un- 
fortunate religious sanctions or 
other equally deep-rooted _prej~ 
udices, ‘The latest report of the 
Shanghai SP.C.A. definitely e: 
Presses the view that 
active cruelty: is _not a Chinese 
trait, “The absence “of moot 
blood sports, the traditionally low 
opinion” held ot such and of, 
‘hunters, the love of nature, and a 
tolerant philosophy are welcome 
after the aggressive domination of 
‘the animal world that is the stigma 
of the West. The humane tradition 
traceable to Buddhism refers, how- 
ever, rather to the taking of life 
‘than to any other form of cruelty. 
‘As slaughter pute one beyond the| 
pale tle method employed and what| 
recedes it is of little moment...... 
‘Yet a low economic standard of 
living produces an apathy which 
often amounts to actual callousness 
towards animal suffering. So the 
domestic animal is the victim of 
overwork and neglect—not out of 
‘the owner's specific heartlessness, 
but out of his sheer inability to 
think, ‘The efforts of the SP.C.A. 
here ‘are necessarily restricted in 
thelr scope. ‘There is little legisla- 
tion to which the Society can ap- 
eal. It has, therefore, to rely on 
persuasion and the education of 
public opinion. Yet it has certainly 
achieved much, especially in the 
last year. Its inspection sub-com- 
mittee, with the co-operation of the 
authorities, has a record of which 
it has every right to be proud. ‘The 
magnitude of the task involved 
protects the Society against ex- 
travagances, into which the parent 
organization has been led. This is 
sald in no spirit of depreciation, 
but out of a desire to secure for 
the Society discriminating as dis 
tinet from fanatical support. 








______.. At the same time it is undoubted 


‘as the Society's report | 
‘that the education of 
public opinion is an essential factor 
in establishing decent conditions 
for animals. ‘The Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals would never have achieved 
‘the success rightly credited to it 
if it had been content to wait on 
legislation, instead of stirring the 
community's conscience. Horse 
lovers know how much thelr cause 
‘owes to the remarkable success of 
that now almost forgotten book 

“Black Beauty”. ‘The Shanghai 
S.PC.A, confident of the funda~ 
mental” kindness of thoughtful 
human mature, proceeds :on the 
‘modest basis of a two-dollar annual 
subscription for its members, to 
widen that domain in which 
animals can meet consideration and 
pathy. ‘The immediate object 
to arouse such interest in the 
ject that personal regard for 
animal feelings becomes inherent 
in every citizen. ‘The next stage 
is to develop the importance of 
legislating in protection of animals. 
Paradoxically enough, indifference 
to animal suffering runs side by 
side with an amazing repugnance 
to the taking of animal life, even 
‘though that step may actually re- 
lieve incurable pain. At the moment 
this 1s a topical subject, for the out 
break of rabies in Hongkong and 
recent experiences in Shanghai 
‘suggest that more resolute action in 
destroying the rabid “stray” of the 
Shanghai streets will be pressingly 
necessary, not only in the interests 
of the public but out of solicitude 
for the welfare of the animals 
themselves. But it is hardly neces- 
sary at this time to dwell on the 
evils of cruelty. No-one can be 
found to do other than condemn 
‘a barbarity which is all the more 
cowardly because its victims have 
virtually no 

Animal lovers are obstructed main- 
ly by ignorance and prejudice—not 
by any deliberate wantonness 
which delights in giving pain. It 
is believed that during the course 
of this year the Chinese Code will 
be amended to include some pro- 
vision which will strengthen the 
hands of reformers in this regard. 
It will be interesting to discover 
how far the spirit of “animal 
protection has been able to exert 
its influence.

‘The movement for the preserva 
tion of wild animals in various 
arts of the world has grown in 
intensity of late. Even in Africa— 
that paradise of the big game 
hunter—the need for tempering the 
pursult of the lion or the rhinoceros 
with some regard for the amenities 
of the jungle has asserted itself. 
Stringent laws have been passed in 
India to stop the senseless slaughter 
of wild birds, ‘Traditions die hard 
and whether the day will come 
‘when the particularly-cruel sport 
Known as cheotah-hunting is 
relegated to the obloquy of un- 
fashionable hobbies cannot be! 
Judged. But, as the RSPCA. 
itself has discovered, the problem 
of balancing the justifiable require 
ments of sport against the claims| 
of sane affection for animals evokes. 
[delicate issues and, on neither side, 
is a sense of proportion always 
obtainable. However, that con- 
‘sideration is not at present vital to| 
‘the work of the Shanghai Society. 
Its aims are simple enough. It 
‘Seeks to create a solid and growing 
‘body of opinion which is prepared 
‘to take a humane view of animal 
‘suffering and, moreover to use the 
farts of persuasion and exhortation 
‘in patiently reasonable form to 
‘break down the passive cruelty un- 
wittingly allowed to persist in 
this country. It has been able 
to command the interest and co- 
operation of leading foreign and 
‘Chinese residents in Shanghai and 
the progress indicated in its latest 
report justifies a profound belief| 
in the cause which it champions 
nd_an active sympathy with its 
tivities. A notable feature of! 
last year's labours was the response 
felicited from the the World's 
‘Chinese Students’ Federation, whose 
secretary, Mr. P. K. Chu, is recorded | 
to have ‘very’ kindly’ given the 
society his aitention and offered 
both ‘practical help and advice”. 
Greater co-operation from Chinese 
organizations on those lines will be 
much appreciated and should go} 
far to reinforce the Society's, 
admirable crusade. 











AN AMERICAN BILL 


Aprit 3. 
Described by its sponsor as an| 
‘assault on bigness", —Senator| 
Wheeler of Montana’ has in 


troduced into the American Senate 
a bill designed to eliminate the 
holding company from the electric 
power and natural gas industries. 
‘This is regarded in the United 
‘States of America as a further and 
important development of the’ 
political attack levelled against the 
electric industry and, particular 
ly, holding companies. — President’ 
Roosevelt's left-wing supporters. 
‘welcome the measure and are ready 
to support it as an effective instru~ 
ment for removing abuses which 
they allege have crept into the 
financing of public utility com- 
panies. Senator Wheeler is Chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on 








Interstate Commerce. Mr. Sam 
Rayburn, who has introduced an 


Identical bill into the House of Re- 
presentatives (H.R.5423), is Chair~ 
Jman of the House Committee on| 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 
‘The Rayburn-Wheeler Bilis, as they 
Jare called, carry therefore in- 
fluential support. ‘They endow the 
Administration with such ‘sweeping, 
powers that they will surely meet 
‘strong opposition from the repre- 
sentatives of the public utility com~ 
panies, some of whom have already 
described the proposed legislation 
in its present form as “grossly 
unfair and unjust". The purport, 
of these Bills has already been 
communicated by the cables and 
as, obviously, the matter has 
‘special interest here where various 
speculations regarding them have 
been vouchsafed. Nor do these 
Bills exhaust the troubles of the 
public utility companies, for the 
Administration is also’ credited 
with an intention to ‘introduce 
legislation for depriving public 
utility holding companies of part 
of their present exemption from 
income tax on dividends from 
subsidiary corporations. 

‘The —Rayburn-Wheeler Bills 
propose to subject all electric and 
natural gas holding companies to 
rigid control in order, it is said, 
to. simplify holding company 
structures, to exclude extraneous or 
‘speculative ventures from the in- 
‘vestments of holding companies, to 
impose a standard form of account- 
ing, to control future security issues 
‘and future acquisitions, to separate 
gas and clectric properties, to 
eliminate all profit in the dealings 
of a holding company with its 
subsidiaries, to establish rigid con- 
‘trol of all ‘dealings between com- 
panies having interlocking directo- 
rates. It is clear from this brief 
summary that Senator Wheeler's 
terse description of his aims is 
justified. He is definitely seeking 
to destroy the big monopoly. Indeed, 
the basic principle on which the| 
public utility company was ori- 
ginally commended to national 
favour is being assailed. The al- 
leged sins of these companies are 
thus held altogether to outweigh 
‘their merits in providing the ad- 
vantages of cheap service, efficient 
avoidance of overlapping and pro- 
table security for the small inves 
tor. A Bill is not an Act and the 
drastic character of this legislation 
makes it reasonable to suspect that 
it may undergo some radical 
changes before it reaches the 
statute book. Already its critics 
have recalled the fact that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has paid a strong 
tribute to the benefit of “bigness” 
in respect of the American Tele~ 
phone and Telegraph Company and. 
the Bell System. It is pointed out 
that what is sauce for the telephone 
goose is sauce for the electrical 
gander. The public thoroughly 
understands the adve-itage of an ef~ 
cient telephone service protected 
against the “juggling” by numer- 
ous, competing and conflicting 
corporations. It is, _ therefore, 
argued that electrical power can- 
not give -its full beneficence to 
‘the country until energy “ebbs 










Great Britain has lately learnt 
from America and has followed to 
marked advantage, has to be re- 
taught to the country of its origin. 

The Bills are supposed to be 
mainly reformative in their intent. 
Their critics allege that, under 
cover of this amiable purpose, 
which is perfectly within the scope 
of such existing organizations as 
the Federal Power Commission 
established in 1928, the Federal 
Trade Commission and the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission, their 
political godfathers really desire 
to destroy “hundreds of companies: 
[that are utilities in the fullest sense 
of the word and represent the 
savings of millions of people”. And 
the inspiration is alleged to be 
resentment against “a few bad 
utilities” which already 








are 
brought fully within official powers 


of correction. The proposals 
‘against which the public ‘utility 
companies are specially directing 
criticism include a provision that 
“no public utility holding company 
may engage both in domestic and 
foreign activities.” It is not clear 
whether the term “foreign” refers 
to business abroad. Some argue 
that it does. Others say that it 
‘means “as between states rather 
than business abroad.” Until the 
Bills come under the care of the 
official draftsmen this point may 
remain obscure. In the meantime, 
The Electric Bond and Share 
Company has interpreted the 
clause as meaning that that com- 
Dany would have to divest itself 
of its holdings in American and 
Foreign Power Company Inc. The 
Company has addressed its stock- 
‘holders and urged that it is highly 
unfair that they should be com- 
pelled to 
divest themselves of their invest 
ment which has been so. dificult 
to built up and which has been an 
activity with great benefits to 
American labour, Probably the only. 
market where such an investment 
could be disposed of would be to 
foreign interests and then only at 
a great sacrifice to American invest- 
ors and loss of business to American 
factories....Just as in the United 
States, so” also first-class modern 
electric service at reasonable rates 
been introduced and developed by. 
foreign subsidiaries in thirteen 
countries so that citizens of those 
comntries have also reaped a real 
benefit from the pioneering work 
which has been done. 
‘This company's association with 
Shanghai makes it necessary to

HOLLYWOOD'S GENIUS 
(Continued from page 50.) 


So “Cavalcade”—British in theme 
‘and sentiment—was born in a 
Hollywood studio with as sure a 
direction of aim as the purely 
American classic “State Fair” or 
Later the dif- 
cult task of reproducing Barrie's 
“What Every Woman Knows” was 
‘successfully accomplished to the 
satisfaction of the keenest Scottish 
critic and, withal, in the hands of 
fan entirely American cast. Shang- 
‘hai has not been able to see “Bengal 
Lancer” on the screen here, for 
reasons which are doubtless cogent 
though regretted. That cinema 
ran the gauntlet of severe criticism 
in London and triumphantly emer- 
ged. It is true that it owed little 
‘but the title to the novel of its in- 


‘spiration. Yet in reproducing the 
‘scenes of a distant country and the 
habits and ways of a peculiarly 
lesoteric profes 


ion, the studio at 
Hollywood managed to give com- 





plete satisfaction, although, in order 
to secure exceptional acting ability, 


it had to adopt an ingenious but 


acceptable device to smooth out an 
obvious difficulty in the delicate 
matter of accent. 


‘These triumphs go to prove that 


the film industry need not neces- 
dast |sarily arouse the passions of racial 
Prejudice and resentment, British 
studios which have been mak- 
ing most satisfactory progress 


do not disguise the debt 
which they owe to Hollywood. 
No doubt national fervour 


and amour propre would like to 
make all geese swans, but that 
British 


productions—the “Private Life of 


Henry VIII,” “Nell Gwyn,” “Jew 
Siss; 
“Sunshine Susie” and 
To-night” 
These successes, however, merely 
go to show that rather by accept- 
ing Hollywood as an inspiration 
than by directly combatting Holly- 
‘wood's traditions will 

perfection be recorded. The prej- 
ludice often shown by audiences—| 
whether 
against its rivals—is seldom echoed 
in the studios or by the casts 
themselves. Professional jealousy 
there will always be but, fortunate- 
lone-|Iy, it is usually tempered by the 
true comradeship of artists yoked 
in a common endeavour. Holly- 
‘wood itself has not been ashamed 
to leam from outside. Indeed it is 
jeasy to discern that that trait has 
been largely responsible for its

‘alking-film has been so rapid that, 
even now, it is dimeult to realize 
its possibilities. How, for example, 
can its influence ‘on national 
thought be judged? ‘Those superifi- 
clal effects on a people's language 
‘and customs are only faintly per- 
ceived, but they are significant. It 
is not beyond possibility that in due 
course the film may be recognized 
as a remarkable solvent of some of 
the most serious problems now 
faficting the world. For it has— 
uke the aeroplane and the broad- 
Jeasting studio—broken down na- 
‘tional boundaries. At the outset 
this may intensify prejudices and, 
perhaps, misunderstandings, but as 
‘the process gradually broadens its 
Jappeal the reconciliation of oppos- 
‘ing views and the composure of 
racial differences should be the 
abiding mark of its influence. In 
this sense the art of Walt Disney and 
hhis associates has already asserted 
its universality. ‘There is no reason 
why that line of approach to inter- 
‘national unity should not be devel- 
oped from ‘other points of the 
studio's organization. Hollywood's 
genius has suflciently shown such 
‘an aspiration to be well within the 
philosophy of this twentieth cen- 
tury art,

KWEIYANG ESCAPES ATTACK BY REDS 


Foreign Missionaries Leaves for Safer Place: 





Grim 


Fighting Causes Heavy Losses 


Kwelyang, Apr. 4. 

‘The attack the Communists had 
threatened. to launch to-day against 
Kwelyang, the capital of Kweichow, 
did not. materialise, Instead, they 
continued their march eastwards 
‘Through the mountains, 

Early last night, there was only 
‘one company of troops in Kweiyang, 
but before midnight detachments of 
‘Yunnanese arrived and were busy’ 
all day preparing a network of 
defences. " Meanwhile, aeroplanes: 
fent out on reconnaissance Mights 
brought back news that the Com- 
munists were giving the provincial 
‘capital a wide berth. 

"All. the foreign missionaries here, 
fearing the city would be attacked, 
have lett for safer places—Reuter, 


Driven from Hsifeny 
‘Kwelyang, Apr, 4. 

After a dattle lasting "six hours: 
Government forces have driven the 
Communists out of Hsifeng, about 50 
miles north of Kwelyang. More than | 
500 Reds were captured and there 
‘were many casualties, the extent of 
Which has not yet been ascertained. 

‘After their deteat, the Communists 
fed along mountain paths In an 
‘easterly direction, According to in- 
formation given’ to the pursuing 
forees by country people, the Reds 
had announced. their intention of 
‘attacking Kwelyang to-day—Reuter.

Canton, Apr. 4. 
Reinforcements are now 
rushed from Kwangsi to ald the 
Government forces in their campaign

Retreating General Cashlered 
‘Chungking, Apr. 4, 
One of the high commanders In the 
Szechuan army, Gen. Tien, Sung-ya0, 
Field-Commander of the 2nd Route 
‘AntCommunist forces, was dis- 
charged yesterday, by Gen. Chiang 
Katahek for unauthorized retreat in 
face of Communist advances.

front,” are expected to arrive there 
toeday. 

‘Little anxiety concerning the fate 
of Kwelyang Itself is felt. ‘The mili- 
tary authorities point out that, even 
if the Reds manage to break through 
the “Government line in order to 
escape encirclement, the outlying 
atess of the provincial capital are 
Suificlently well fortified to present: 
‘an almost impenetrable barrier. 


Not ‘Taking Chances 

‘The situation has taken a definite 
turn for the better with the arrival 
of reinforcements, but, not wishing to| 
take any. chances, the authorities 
have advised all ‘missionaries and 
other foreigners stationed in Kwel 
yang to withdraw to Anshun, south- 
West of the provincial capital. Be- 
‘sides the imposition of strict martiat 
law in Kwolyang, other measures are| 
elng taken to safeguard peace and 
order. No one is allowed on the| 
streets after nightfall.

Heavy Casualties 

‘The fighting at Hsifeng appears to 
have been particularly grim. ‘The 
Government forces, according to Chi- 
nese reports received in Canton, ost 
4000 offers and men, including 2 
brigade commander, while the Xeds 
lost 1,500 men. Considerable daraé 
to property was done in the "Black 
God” Temple area during an intensive 
bombardment of the Red. positions, 
which were later carried by assault. 

The retreating Communists, in ad- 
dition to being pursued by the 
Vietorious forces, are facing an attack 
from another " direction, another 
column of Government troops having 
crossed the Wukiang river in an elior? 
to encircle them. 

"The latest. officlal despatches in-| 
dicate that, the Central Government. 
troops, under the command of Gen 
Li Pao-ping, are advancing rapidly 
with “the purpose of ‘delivering a 
counter-attack against the Reds near 
Hisiteng. The 7th Kwangst Army is 
ushing northward and has reached 
Pingyueh—Reuter. 





Another Red Defeat 
Hankow, Apr. 8. 

A. victory for the Government 
troops over the Communists led by 
the notorious leaders Ho Lung and 
Hsiao Keh, is reported by despatches 
received ‘here to-day from the 
‘Hunan-Hupeh border.

Reinforcements Arrive

Direction of Reds’ Retreat 
Kwelyang, Apr.

CAPTIVITY IN HANDS 
OF THE REDS 


Experiences of Mr. and Mrs. 
Frencham 


‘Shanghai, Apr. 9. 

“In reference to our capture, de- 
tainment, treatment, and release by 
the Reds, God alone knows the whole 
story, especially our release, which. 
‘was both sudden and unexpected.” 

‘With these words Mr. S.C. 
Frencham, who, with Mrs. Frencham, 
was captured by Communists at 
‘Ningkiang in southwest Shens! early 
in February and given up for dead, 
prefaces a brief description of thelr 
‘experiences in Communist hands, 
‘contained in a letter from Hanchung 
which was recelved here yesterday. 
Mr. and Mrs. Frencham are still in 
Hanchung, where they are awaiting 
the arrival of Mr. A. Moore, CIM. 
superintendant for the province, and

March Through the Snow 

‘The Frenchams were held for thres 
days in Ningkiang and then forced 
to march with the Reds over the 
‘hilly border country to Li Chia Pa 
jin Seechuen. “Mrs. Frencham, owing 
to the condition of her health, found 
the three days journey in the snow 
exceedingly difficult, but | Mr. 
Frencham was sllowed to help her 
when the Reds saw that she could 
ot manage the hardest parts alone. 

‘At the inn at Li Chia Pa the couple 
were treated better than their Chi- 
nese fellow captives. The food was 
very poor Indeed and the accom- 
modation bad, but during thelr stay: 
these were’ gradually improved, 
according Mr. Frencham's letter. 
Mr. Frencham was asked ‘to write 
for medicines, and the long silence 
that ‘was taken as confirmation of 
the vivid stories of their murder told 
by refugees, is partly accounted for 
by the fact that the Reds decided, 
after the letters had been written, 
not to send them. 

"At intervals and on special occ 
sions Mr. and Mrs. Frencham were 
allowed out under q@cort, and in 
times of need Mr. Frencham was. 
permitted to see his wife, During 
this period Mrs. Frencham's health, 
mused much anxiety to them both. 
They were, however, treated with 
consideration, though ‘they had to do 
what the Reds thought best and keep, 
clear of all their attairs. 

Unexpected Release 


When Mr, Frenchami had an op- 
portunity of interviewing the Red 
Chieftain, he made his wife's condition 
f plea that he should release her s0 
that she could press for ransom. 
‘Two days after this the Frenchams, 
were told that they could go, They’ 
allowed Mrs. Frencham to take a 
cane sedan chair, gave the couple 
/some money, and provided them with 
fan escort from the chief's bodyguard. 
‘They. also supplied Mrs. .Frencham 
with a wadded quilt, and sent a cook 
with flour, bread, and salt to prepare 
thelr food’ along ‘the way. 

"At the boundary of the Red terci- 
tory the Prenchams were able to 
engage bearers to carry Mrs. 
Frencham to Lalan, where the 
military gave them food, passports, 
‘and procured bearers to carry them 
‘on to Hanchung. .

Prison and Death for Drug 
Addicts in Hankow

ment, or a life term,

If the ‘buildings are rented houses, 
landlords who fail to report to the 
police the nature of work engaged

Accomplices’ Liability, 
Beginning in 1937, both the principals. 
/and accomplices in manufacturing and 
trafficking in nareotie drugs shall get 
the same penalty—death. The private 
property of those found guilty of this 
‘offence shall be confiscated, and from 
20 to 40 per cent. of this property 
shall be given as a reward to those 
who discover or succeed in bringing 
the offenders to book. 

‘Those found quilty of the use of 
‘narcotic drugs in 1996 shall be taken 
to clinics by force and, after treat- 
ment, be given a minimum of five 
years’ imprisonment. Those who use 
hhareotle drugs or morphine injections 
in 1037 shall be” given the death 
penalty or life imprisonment. I 
‘those who have been forced to receive 
treatment should be found to be 
using narcotic drugs again after the 
jcure, they shall get the death sent 
fence. ‘Those who voluntarily register 
themselves for treatment, "if found 
using drugs again after the treatment, 
during 1985, “shall be subject to @ 
‘minimum imprisonment of five years. 

Drug addicts among Party mem- 
bers, administrative officials, military 
staff men, and students, shall be given 
a time limit for voluntary registration, 
and any found violating this rule 
shall, without excuse, be given the 
death sentence—Central News. 











AIRCRAFT TO COPE 
WITH PIRATES 


Of Little Use as Preventive 
Measure 


London, Apr. 3. 

The use of aeroplanes to protect 
[British ships from Chinese pirates 
‘was the subject of discussion at ques- 
tion-time in the House of Commons 
to-day. 

Lieut-Commander Richard Tufnell, 
jnx., National Conservative member 
tor the Borough division of Cambridge, 
asked to what extent alr reconnais 
jsances and air patrols were being 
jused to safeguard British ships in 
Chinese waters. 

Replying, Sir Bolton Eyres-Mon- 
sell, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
said that the type of piracy prevalent 
Jn Chinese waters took the form of 
Jattacks from within a ship. In the 
jeircumstances, he added, air patrols 
‘would be of little use as a preven- 
‘ive measure. 

Aircraft, he said, were employed 
against pirates as ‘far as possible 
with the limited resources available.

GENERALISSIMO 


Opium Ridden Province 


Kueiyang, Kuel, Apr. 1. 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek and 
Madame Chiang arrived in this re- 
mote city by aeroplane from Chung- 
king of March 24. ‘Their advent caus- 
‘ed ‘great excitement among the off. 
cals and greater interest among the 
Population. Not in our time have 
high offcials from the Central Gov- 
‘ernment visited Kuelchow, 20 the city 
was agog, and It was belagged, and 
clean, ‘though the cleanliness began 
with the arrival of the Central Gov- 
ernment troops two months ago. ‘The 
official party has been put up at the 
hhouse built by the ex-Governor, Mow, 
who is an exile now in Chungking, 
having been chased out by. the 
present ineumbent General Wang. 

When the Central Government 
troops arrived here they came none 
too soon. ‘The Communists were not 
far distant, and the local troops had 
planned 10 loot the city before re- 
tiring the next day. The shops of the 
city were halt closed, the owners 
were secreting all the valuables they 
could, and were wringing thelr hands 
In despair. Calamity seemed to con- 
font hem, with die ceriainty. “But 
unexpectedly the Central Government 
troops appeared to the huge delight 
‘of the people, who acted like school 
children, and to the dismay of the 
local troops who felt robbed of great 
‘opportunity. 

‘Since then the shops have been 
‘opened, the streets have been cleaned 
‘up, and the whole atmosphere has 
changed. ‘The Central Government 
Troops act as traffic police and the 
| people have not before received such 
Kindness from their fellows dressed 
in uniform. ‘The New Life Movement 
was inaugurated by the troops them- 
selves, and in time special men, 
iresse in special uniform. appeai 
and took over the education of the 
people in outward decorum. They 
fare not armed, but possess a baton, 
which, it is surprising to say, they do 
not use on the backs of the stupid 
country folk. 

Sodden with Opium 

‘The Generalissimo has taken many 
walks about the city, has conferred 
with all the highest offcials, and he 
‘has his eyes wide open to the situa- 
tion here. “The province is" opium 
ridden, and the populace is sodden 
with the drug. The question is how 
to rid them of the vice and the pro- 
Vinee of the evil 

Tt is a big problem, and the| 
Generalissimo, “in conversation, in 
dicated that he fully realized that {t 
would be @ crime suddenly to order 
suppression without doing something 
to help the farmers with other crops 
and assist the victims to be cured of 
the evil. So he stated in conversa 
tion the other day that there was 
only one thing for it and that was 
‘complete revision of notions in China 
regarding the employment of people 
In productive tabour. In other word: 
By" the develooment of - natural 
resources and the improvement of 
farming. 








Road to Chungking 


Ho has always followed the policy 
of opening the remote regions as 
swiftly as possible by the construc 
tion of roads, and he is doing it here, 
From Chungiing he ordered the early 
‘completion of the road from Chung- 
kking to the one built northwards trom 
here, and also one from Changsha into 
this province. ‘That will relleve con- 
ditions here immensely, tf officials do 
not fasten on to the new meant of 
transportation to make a fortune out 
of the travelling people and. those 
‘who ship cargo. That will be stopped 
in time, of course, for already there 
are signs of it on'the existing roads 
towards Kuanzsl. 

‘The Generalissimo sees the great 
necessity for the development of small 
industries to use the raw products 
available. Here there is an excellent, 
chance for hydro-electric power 
comparatively short distance away as 
the conveyance of power goes. Some

Final Handing Over Leads to Great Surprise: of 
Local White Russians

‘Harbin, Mar. 23, 

Right up to the finalact of the: 
acitlement of the railway question 
there were many people who could 
not believe that the Soviet govern- 
ent would sell their rights in. the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, end it 
might even be said that no one has 
‘been more surprised at the turn 
events have taken than the White 
Russians who have for years rus’ 
down the Soviet management of this 
vallway, For Soviet eitizens It was 
a matier of indifference. as to 
whether the railway was sold or not, 
as they were assured of getting 
‘lmilar positions on railways in Soviet 
Russia and thus had nothing to fear, 
‘while in the case of the White Rus- 
sians who hoped that such a sale 
would "result. in everyone of them 
Anding situations, thelr hopes have 
‘been doomed to failure. 

‘Fromearly morning there was cons 
siderable excitement to be seen in 
‘the lly, and by 9 o'clock w string 
‘of motorears were parked in front 
of the SMR. offices, these being 
‘specially engaged to carry the new 
railway managers to take up. their 
positions on the sale being concluded, 
Exactly at 10 o'clock a meeting of 
the CER. Board was held, at which 
fa telephone message was read, both 
In Chinese and in Russian, announe- 
ing that the sale agreement had been 
lgnedat ‘Tokyo by the representa 
tives of the three governments. 
‘There were not very many people 
present at this meeting, which was 
Attended by the MBanchoukuo Minister 
of Communications, Mr. Ting Ching- 
haul and Mr. Slavutsky, the Soviet 
Consul General. 

Following the announcement of the 
sale of the railway faving been ace 
complished, the Chairman of the 
Board "Mr. Li Shao-keng, requested 
the general manager, Mr. Rudi, to 
telegraph to all rallway stations on

The. situation was 
very grave when he appeared on the 
horizon two months ago. The test 
of tranquility is the exchange market. 
In those hectic days of winter, ex- 
‘change to Shanghai was costing $35 to 
‘$40 on $100; to-day it Is $5. on $100 
and cheeks are being cashed here at 
$2. premium, only on $100. 

However, ‘the Red menace is not 
over, ‘The’ fact that there are. still 
80,000 Reds fully armed in the prov- 
ince makes for a nervous and 
@angerous situation that calls for 
eternal vigilance and action. ‘The re~ 
port that the Reds have retired and 
been broken up into small detach 
ments, simply is not true. There was 
2 slight retirement to the borders of 
Yunnan, but the Yunnanese forces 
were too many for the Reds and the 
‘are back in Szechuen in strong. force 
‘and have re-occupied much of the 
old territory about Paoning in the 
northern part of the province, The 
Reeds, some 40,000 strong from Hunan, 
and ‘Kiangsi, and the force of Ho 
Lung have been kept apart, ‘These 
are largely in Kuelchow, and the 
pressure on the Szechuen border has 
been considerably relleved, Active 
‘co-operative efforts are necessary for 
fa long fime yet, for the Reds are 
in no mood to’ retire in splte of 
setbacks. 

‘Oplam Dens to Close 

‘The encouraging feature of Chiang 
Kai-shek’s visit to the province, and 
‘his initiation in @ bold way of th 
New Life Movement, is that a real 
reform movement is under way. 
Orders aro out to close the 800 and 
more opium dens of the city; pro- 
clamations tell” of the. closing of 
obnoxious military tax stations. that 
have cursed this province and ruined 
trade for a long time, Let us hope 
they will not be re-opened when the 
Ceneralissimo leaves. ‘Then, too, some 
stinging rebukes have been adminie- 
tered to ‘highly placed military of 
ficers here, who have left thelr duty 
in dangerous times to make money 
for themselves in very questionable 
‘ways while the people and common 
soldiers have suffered, 

‘The streets 














‘The Post Office has torn down thelr 
old "structure and» commencing a 
‘monster modern edifice that will 
take three years to build. 

‘The Spring Flower Fair is open 
just outside the West Gate of the 
city and drawing great crowds datly. 


‘This ts an institution that had 
Aourished “here for two thousand 
years and draws on the farmers. of 
tho 990 nelghbouring hslens who make 
fine agricultural and horticultural ex- 
hibitions. At present there ie a 
scourge of meningitis that is orevelent 
in the city, and already bundreds 
have died. 

‘The foreign community have been 
attending to the cultural needs of 
the people, and have recently "put 
fon 2 most successful a threo night’ 
resentation of Gitbert and Sullivan's 
‘“Gondoliers”. The acting and sing- 
ing were exceedingly complimentary 
to ‘all concerned. “Tt was under the 
‘able direction of Prot. R. Gordon 
Agnew, with the veteran pianist, Ms. 
Biancho Brace at her best form. Now 
Professor Luelus C. Porter of Yen 
ching University is here visiting tho 
University and giving a. two months 
course of intensely Interesting lectures 
‘on Chinese Philosophy.

Amoy, Mar. 23. 
At the beginning of the week we 
experienced warm weather, alluring 
tus to belleve that summer had come 
and that winter garments might be 
Giscarded with impunity. After three 
Gays, however, the weather broke 
and we are now feeling a cold and 
damp reaction, 
‘In the late afternoon of last Friday 
a fire broke out behind the Amoy 
Customs House in a godown used for 
the temporary storage of confiscated 
goods. It Is understood that the fire 
was aceldental in origin. As the 


godown contained large quantities of | 


matches, Kerosene, sugar and other 
inflammable materials, It was fortun- 
ate that the outbreak was discovered 
before it had got beyond control. It 
is estimated that goods to the value 
of $10,000 were destroyed, but, thanks 
to the absence of wind and the 
valiant efforts of the Amoy Fire 
Brigade and assistants in fighting the 
flames and ‘removing inflammable 
materials, the fire was kept from 
spreading and after two hours was 
extinguished. The | Kulangsu Fire 
Brigade also crossed the harbour to| 
render assistance, but by the time 
‘of its arrival the fire had alreuy 
been mastered. 

‘Although there is apparently no 
‘evidence of ineendiarism, during re 
ent months the successful activities 
‘of the Customs Preventive "Service 
have so effectively undermined the 
activities of many engaged in, the 
smuggling trade, especially that of 
the Irregular junk ytraMle between 
Formosa and the South Fukien Co: 
that there is in Amoy a considerable 
body of disgruntled individuals anx- 
fous to pay back old scores, One 
‘euch attempt was the bomb throwing] 
ineldent of last summer when a home 
made bomb was exploded behind the 
Customs House. Two days ago 
several men bearing bundles of a 
‘peculiar shape were seen loitering in 
‘the vicinity of the customs. Their 
movements aroused the — suspicions 
of a Customs’ Ofte 
challenged they roy 
and disappeared in the crowd, ‘The 
Packoges were examined and found 
to contain twelve rifles and 2,000 
rounds of ammunition, 


New Fire Engine 

Until recently the Kulangsu, Muni- 
cipal Authorities had no adequate 
equipment capable of dealing with 
serious outbreaks of fire. ‘This de- 
‘ciency was clearly manifest on the 
‘oceasion of the big fire in the autumn 
‘of 1983 when many buildings in a 
large and congested area were de- 
molished by fire and the electrical 
Power house was put out of action. 
‘The Municipal Counc decided to 
take immediate steps to provide 
means of combating any similar 
serious outbreak. Regulations gov- 
erning the storage of inflammable 
materials were enforeed and. fire 
hydrant points “have been _1o-| 
cated at intervals throughout thi 
areas served by the Amoy Water: 
works Co, The Counell has also pur 
chased a Temini Portable Fire Engine, 
consisting of a Flat gasoline engine, 
irectly "coupled toa ‘Tamint two 
stage water pump capable of pump- 
‘ing 110 gallons of water per minute 
at a pressure of 125 Ib. per square 
inch, For rapid transit through the 
narrow streets of Kulangsu the set 
is mounted on a two wheeled steel 
chassis with pneumatic tyres, and 
engine and pump together can. be 
Aifted bodily from the chassis when 
required. A thousand feet of 2% 
inch hose with instantaneous coupl- 
ings and hand controlied nozzles as 
also been provided. In the making 
‘of these necessary purchases the 
Council was fortunate in obtaining 
the voluntary help of Captain H. G. 
Reed, a former secretary" of the 
‘Kulgansu Municipal Council and now 
‘deputy-chief of the Shanghai Muniel- 
(Pal Fire Department. The Council 
4s now taking steps to complete their 
fire fighting scheme by the erection 
‘of a station outside the municipal 
headquarters “and the purchase of 
Jadders, axes and other ‘accessories. 
It Is hoped to obtain the services of 
‘@ volunteer fire brigade, the police 
‘being responsible for the engine and 
equipment and for its conveyance to 
the scene of the fire. ‘The complete 
echeme is estimated to cost $10.000. 


‘Money for University 

Dr. Lim Boon-keng, President of 
Amoy University, addressed this 
‘week's meeting of the Amoy Rotary. 
Club on “The Road to Happiness.” 
In his lecture Dr. Lim presented to 
this fellow Rotarians the fruit of many 
‘years philosophical thought and ex- 
erience of a subject of great interest 
to every one of us however illusive 
it may be in practice. “Dr. Lim has 
just returned from a visit to Mglaya| 
‘where he has been raising funds for 
the furtherance of the work of Amoy 
‘University. He has come back with 
promises to the extent of over $100,- 
000 and is to be congratulated on 
‘hia magnificent achievement.

In the South Seas there are, thou- 
sands of prosperous Chinese whose 
family connections are with South 
Fukien. A’ visit to their ancestral 
home is often fraught with special 
danger on account of their reputed 
wealth, To provide for the “more 
adequate protection of such, instruc 
tlons have been received from Nan-| 
king that persons returning from 
‘abroad who wish to travel in inland 
districts must register thelr names 
with the Bureau of Overseas Chinese 
Affairs and be provided with special 
passports. 

‘Last Tuesday Amoy was the scene! 
of a daring day-light robbery when 
‘about midday a party of ten men 
entered the offices of the Hong Lam 
‘Trust Co,, a local bank with Formo- 
san connections, The men were 
farmed with revolves and seem to| 
have been well organized as they im- 
mediately took up various strategical 
positions in the building.

SMUGGLING IN THE 
SOUTH 


Alleged Connivance by Some 
Officials 
rose Our Own Comusronpexr 


Canton, Mar. 20. 

‘Smuggling from the ‘New Ter- 
ritories into Kuangtung has been, 
it is alleged, partially with the 
connivance of Cutoms officials at 
Sumehun, and six connected with 
the station there, a branch of the| 
‘Kowloon office, are under investi- 
gation, according to the report of 
fone of the Canton news agencies. 

Special ‘operatives were sent 10 
investigate and they saw _ matches 
‘being borne over the border under| 
the eyes of the officials, $6 a day 
was being paid for protection in the 
smuggling of these matches. Sixteen| 
cases got by without paying duty 
while the investigators were watch 
ing. 

‘When the offéials tumbled to. the| 
fact that the game was up, they 
are alleged to have turned on the 
smugglers. ‘Two were pummelled 
to give the impression that _ the| 
assailants were striving to enforce 
the Jaw, and they are in the hos- 
pital, while others of these cooties 
fare being held as essential witnesses. 


Bad Epidemic 

In three Kuangsi cities Lanchow, 
Kuellin and Nanning an epidemic 
of spinal meningitis, in a. violent 
form, has broken out. It seems to| 
have originated in Kuellin, but 
since March 17 to have become bad| 
{in those other large towns. 

Infants and children up to seven 
or eight years old have been stricken| 
more than older and in 
Kuellin there have been over twenty 
deaths, all among very young pati- 
ents. "Twelve have died in Lanchow, | 
some of these being adults. In 
Nanning, seven have succumbed 
the effects of this malady. 

‘A. service to stamp out this 
epidemic has been hastily organized. 
Physicians are even _stopping| 
pedestrians, obliging persons that! 
‘appear to be not so strong or well 
to undergo an examination. 


Steamers v. Rallways 

Native steamers’ on the Canton- 
Hongkong run have their fares 
down so low—ten cents for a third- 
class passage on some—that they 
fare vastly overcrowded. It is a) 
‘cut-throat competition which is not| 
Productive of profits, even for the 
companies that are "selling tickets 
cheapest. And naturally trafic has 
dropped off on the Canton-Kewloon 
Railway. 

Early morning and late afternoon’ 
trains are expresses, but they are] 
being largely deserted for the 
cheap steamers. The railway ad- 
‘ministration is improving service by 

its 1255 train a fast one, 
since this is an hour when 
there are no. steamer departures it 
believes the public will show its 
pleasure by giving its patronage. 

Engines on the mid-day trains are 
not 50 new as the express locomo~ 
tives. To make up for this short- 
coming the 1255 express. will stop 
at ‘fewer stations even than the 
Jother- fast trains. 

Starting times for the _native| 
boats have been upset. Customs| 
‘officials have to clear out the excess| 
crowd when the limit in numbers| 
Iaid down by their rules have been 
reached and this has delayed the| 
‘getting-away. 

Prompt Bond Payment 

‘On the due dates principal and| 
interest was met so promptly in the| 
case of the short-term kam foo huen 
bonds, of which $2,000,000 worth 
were issued last November, that! 
trading in the newer issue, of’ March| 
11, has been brisk. ‘The quantity is 
double that of the 1934 issue. 

‘The older kind brought In specie that 
contributed to the restabilization of 
the $1 and $5 paper currency. “It is 
to get the $10 bills back on their 
feet that the $4,000,000 is wanted. 

Emerging from the ts, these $10| 
notes have forged ahead’ up ,to 99 
points. Yesterday the Goverument|

AGRICULTURAL 
TEACHING 


A Successful Institute in 
Shansi 


Feoat Our Own Comssronoin 


A three-day agricultural institute 
for rural workers met in Taiku, 
under the auspices of the Shansi 
Christian Rural Service Union, from 
March 20 to 22 inclusive. This was 
the rst gathering of its kind to be 
held in Shansi. ‘In spite of this 
fact, nearly 40 delegates, represent- 
‘ing’ most of the Christian bodies in| 
‘Shansi, attended. Several came by 
bieyele from places over 100 miles 
distant, taking .two days each way! 
for the journey. Rural evangelists, 
‘country school teachers, and laymen 
all evinced a keen interest ,in the 
problems of rural reconstruction and 
of modern agriculture in. particular 


‘At the request of ‘the Shansi 
Christian Rural Service Union, the 
Institute was planned and conducted 
by the Agricultural Department of 
the Oberlin-Shansi Memorial Schools. 
‘At present this is the only institu- 
tion” in Shansi which is facing 
agricultural problems in a modern 
scientifle way. For years the 
Agricultural Department has been. 
‘carrying on careful scientific experi- 
ments in seed selection, animal. hus 
bandry, poultry breeding, eradica- 
tion of plant pests, etc.’ Valuable 
results have already been obtained. 
The farmer can now be assured a 
substantial increase in yield by 
planting improved seeds ‘which have 
been developed on the Taiyuan 
plain, It has also been clearly de- 
monstrated that deeper ploughing. 
will definitely increase the yield, 
‘These are but two examples of what 
hhas been accomplished, Both are of 
vital interest to the farmer. 


‘A Good Object Lesson 


‘Also the Industrial Department of 
the school, working hand in hand 
with the Agriculturat Department, is 
producing modern agricultural im- 
plements suited to the needs of the 
Chinese farmer. Their products are 
becoming increasingly popular. Steel 
ploughs particularly are in’ such 
demand that the Department can 
hardly keep up with orders. One 
recent order, placed by the Taiku 
County Government, calls for thir~ 
teen ploughs, 

For three days the sntire resour- 
‘ces of the Agricultural Department 
were placed at the disposal of the 
delegates. Classes met in the Agri- 
cultural Headquarters, in a docided- 
ly rural atmosphere, ‘close to the 
sheep and tho chickens, and within| 
each of all the various experiments 
‘and exhibits, The delegates were, 
therefore, able to see what has been 
accomplished, and what is being 
attempted, as well as to hear abou 
it in the class-room. 


‘Most of the classes were taught 
by the regular staff of the Agricul- 
‘tural Department, headed by the 
Dean, Raymond 'T. Moyer. But the 

titute was fortunate in securing 
the assistance of two other men. 
‘Methods of agricultural” extension 
were ably presented by Yao Kuang- 
hsuan. ‘Mr. Yao is a member of the 
staf of Nanking University College 
of Agriculture and Forestry, assign- 
ed to extension work in Hope! 
Province, with Tunghsien as a cen- 
tre. Wang Hsueh-jen, pastor of 
the Kung Li Hui church in Taiku, 
also dealt with the relation of the 
Christian Church to the community. 

‘The delegates evinced remarkable 
interest in the whole subject, AS 
might be expected, the practicai 
‘aspects of modern agriculture proved 
of greatest interest to these rura 
leaders. ‘They wanted something 
definite and tangible which could be 
put in practice immediately on re- 
turning home. So keen were they 
that after six hours or more of 
clasces duting the day, they insisted 
‘on firing questions at the various 
members of the Agricultural De- 
Partment until nearly ten o'clock 
at night. 

‘The institute proved a decided 
success, at least from the standpoint 
‘of interest and enthusiasm, But the 
delegates insist it was far too short. 
‘They are asking for another institute 
next year—at least two weeks in 











THREAD SPINNING IN 
JUKAO 


Source of Supply for the 
Shanghai Market 


Frost Our Owx Comesroxoent 


Jukao, Ku, Mar. 20. 
One of the large industries of Jukao 
is that of thread making. Both silk 
‘and cotton thread is made, This 
is a cotton producing country. Not 
much silk is grown here, The silk, 
therefore, has to be imported to a 
large exient before the thread. is 
made, “In every vacant spot not used 
for agriculture one sees the thrend- 
makers. Even the sireets are ex- 
tensively used. causing considerable 
discomfort to travellers, wheel-barrow 
fand rickshaws. One of our newly 
Dullt markets is used entirely by 
thread makers: Hundreds of these 
workman are seen spinning thelr 
thread along the eity wall, with thelr 
simple machinery et for the day, 
nothing can move them. We Chinese 
‘are very tolerant of any man who 
honestly seeks to make his iving 
hence even though these spinners 
‘occupy the highways and city streets, 
they are left unmolested, This busl- 
ness feeds hundreds of mouths in 
our’ city. The thread is shipped 
‘direct to Shanghai, 

Eggs, chickens, hogs are also ship- 
ped in large quantities to Shanghal, 
‘Two boat lines calling at the nearest 
port of Juko are called the “‘chicken- 
oats,” because of the many baskets 
of eggs and chickens they daily take 
to Shanghai. 











‘The Telephone Syst 


Communications have greatly im= 
proved recently. We now have direct 
{elegraph connection with Shanghai 
by way of Tungehow where the cable 
crosses the river. ‘The long distance 
telephone also is constantly improv: 
ing. Stil local telephone users have 
to go to the telegraph office for long 
distance calls instead of being linked 
up with the phones in their own 
‘homes or places of business, As soon 
‘as the Ministry of Communications 
‘can make proper arrangement with 
the local telephone company we are 
sure this will be remedied. 

‘The mail now leaves Shanghal_ in 
the morning and arrives here in the 
evening and passenger service 
equally rapid. For less then six 
dollars one can now travel second 
jelass from Jukao to Shanghal on two 
‘lckets, one from Shanghat to Wusih 
and another from Wusih to Jukcao, 
Launch service is suspended ‘owing 
to the greatly improved motor ser~ 
vice radiating from Jukao in all 
directions. 


Kite Flying in Season 


‘This is kite Aying season in Jukao, 
‘Kites of all sizes and shapes are 
seen, Men fly real kites, boys fly 
toy ‘kites. All night one’ hears 
[sound of ‘whistling Kites. ‘These hu 
kites in the shape of birds, dragons, 
centipedes, stars, airships and what 
not are fastened to trees for the night 
Jand watched. Hundreds of. kdltes 
ocally made and sold in the shops 
fare bought each year for the kite 
flying season, 

Hydrophobia is common in Jukao- 
Several deaths are reported yearly. 
‘Such a disease, preventable to a 
large extent by ‘the extermination of 
dogs, should have the publig health 
‘authorities attention to” ay greater 
extent. We understand there are 
native doctors who make a specialty 
‘of seeing hydrophla cases, The 
ment runs over 100 days and is ac- 
‘companied with various Kinds of 
fasting. 

Leprosy is also a very common 
Jdisease in Jukao hsien, Only a few 
epers are found in the city, At the 
Sukao skin clinic not less than 400 
jepers ‘are under treatment and as 
many as 100 patients attend the 
clinic at times. “With the help of the 
Chinese Mission to Lepers the focili- 
ties for handling all these patients 
hhas been increased.

‘The population of Harbin was 
startled "this morning at about “IL 





O'clock by what sounded like an ex 
plosion or the boom of a big gun, 
Dut this was followed by a terrific 
explosion which seemed to shake the 
whole of the cily, as even in dis- 
tricts quite three miles away trom 
the scene of the explosion doors were 
suddenly flung open. window panes 
femashed and crockery thrown off 
the shelves. 

‘The news quickly spread through 
the town that the old power magazine 
originally built underground by the 
Russian army and taken over by the 
Chinese, had been blown up into the 
air, eye witnesses stating that flames 
Tose to a great height. A third great 
‘explosion following, there was a Tush 
of people in the direction of the spot, 
tramears, buses and motor cars to 
the suburb of Mochiakou being pack- 
ed full, but on reaching the end of 
the route, the streets were found to 
be crowded with people who were 
running away owing to the explo- 
‘sions still going on though on a much 
smaller scale, “From these people It 
was learned that many houses had 
had their walls forced in or ceilings 
collapsed while windows within a 
mille of the explosions were all blown 
in. 

All the fire brigades of the town, 
‘special contingents of police and 
troops hurried to the scene of the 
disaster. A. cordon’ was. thrown 
Found the post, no one person being 
allowed to approach. Even the town 
‘and hospital ambulance ears were not 
permitted within the cordon, injured 
persons being taken to the hospital 
by military cars only. Tt was quite 
Impossible to ascertain whether any- 
fone had been killed, though it wai 
assumed that the guards at the pow- 
‘der magazine must have been killed 
‘or severely injured. For more than 
two hours the explosions continued, 
Dut after that, those who had run 
away from their homes, made their 
way back to see whether thelr prop: 
erty was safe. 


‘Small Fire Outbreaks 
In the suburbs near the spot, the 














streets were filled with people ex- 
citedly talking over the event and 
wondering how it had occurred. 
Fires broke out in several places in 
the town owing to the fusing of 
‘wires. while at Tschurin's great house 
in New Town three plate glass win- 
dows were broken. ‘The fires were 
Jsmall, however, and quickly extin-| 
guished by the ‘tenants as all the 
fire brigades had gone to the fire 
‘caused by the explosion. The police 
In special vans drove up and down 
the clly streets watching for any 
suspicious persons as an idea got 
about that incendiaries had been at 
work: Orders were lseued by. the 
silitary authorities to have the whole| 
matter most carefully investigated 
and probably some explanation will 
‘be forthcoming in a couple of days. 

“At the Moderne Café a fire broke 
out in the root of the verandah, ap- 
parently caused by the’ fusing of 
Wires owing to the shock which even| 
at such a great distance was felt 
there.

Persons engaged in disemminating 
‘communist literature in Sichow hsien 
fare reported to have been arrested 
and executed, 

‘Trouble was reported towards the 
close of last year from Kolanhsien 
in the north of this provinee, but

turbance and easily dealt with, ‘The 
military surveillance in this province 
is eMicient and -wideawake, "and no 
serious anxiety is felt in regard to 
further developments, A posse of 
bandits numbering a hundred of $0 
who succeeded in. crossing the Yel 
low River recently were speedily 
met and. dispersed.

AMERICAN MISSION 
FETED IN TOKYO 


Japanese Suggest Abolition 
of Trade Quota System 


‘Tokyo, Apr. 6. 

Although the expansion of tradi 
relations between Japan and the 
United States depends largely upon 
Governmental action, the real basis 
‘of such expansion lies in the con+ 
tinued friendship between the two 
nations. 

‘This was the gist of a speech made 
toxday by Mr, Cameron Forbes, 
Chairman of the American Beonomic

‘Although the trade redations be- 
tween the two countries are “very 
complex,” Mr. Forbes added, thero 
are definite possibilities for improve+ 
ment. 

‘The welcoming address was given 
by Baron Seinosuke Goh, President 
of the Japan and Tokyo Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry, who pointed 
out the “mutually beneficial nature” 
of the Ameriean-Japanese trade

Baron Goh warned against the 
erection of trade barriers, and sug- 
gested the total abolition’ of the 


quota system. He also praised the 
work of the Japan-America ‘Trade 
Council, which regulates the Japan- 
ese trade with the United Siates.

In the morning Mr. Forbes and Mr. 
Charles J. Carroll, represeritative of 
Important American transportation 
interests, called on Premier Keisuke 
Okada.

FIREMAN STABBED TO 
DEATH IN SHIP 


Crime Occurs on P. Coolidge 
Outside Yokohama 


Stabbed to death on the high seas 
was the horrible fate met by Edward 
Porry, 27-year old fireman on board 
the ss, President Coolidge on Friday. 
Perry. was killed by  Salvadore 
Grimalbi, 24-year old engine wiper 
on board the same ship. Bad blood 
arose between the two men on April 
4 -when Grimalbl accused Perry’ of 
throwing a plece of soap at him in 
the wash room. Perry denied the ac- 
cusation, but’ Grimalbi would not 
believe him ond matters went trom 
bad to worse.

Dr. John R. Mott Here for 
‘Two Months’ Tour 


Interviewed on his arrival on Mcn- 
day in the President Coolidge, Dr. 
John R. Mott, Chairman of the Intern 
tonal Missionary Counell and Presi- 
dent of the World Alliance of the 
YM.C.A., elted the Church of Christ 
im China ag a fine example of the 
non-denominational method of 
spreading the Gospel. 

Dr. Mott, who was accompanied by 
Mrs. Mott, was met at the ship by 
Mr. W. W. Lockwood, Rev, E. C. 
Lobensiine, Dr. J, Usang Ly, Mr. E. 
 Barneti, and Mr. S.C. Leung, 
general secretary of the YM.C.A. 
National Counell 

He is espousing the cause of co: 
operating and the co-ordination of 
religious “interests, whether in 
‘America, the Continent, Great Britain, 
or the mission flclds of Asla, Africa 
and other parts of the world, He 
also favours the independence of 
‘mission churches when they are able 
to function without ald of foreign 
supervision, but points out the ad- 
vantages of a homogeneous unified 
control for all denominations, 


A Simple Problem 
‘The problem of co-ordinating was 
simple’ when all “understood. that 
mutual help enhanced the results 
which all desired for the greater 
benefit of the common good. The 
union of all mission boards In Europe 
and America would simplify the 
spread of Christianity inthe parts 
of the world, at less expense, but 
with enormously greater expanalon. 
Dr. Mott admitted that, owing to 
Cinanclat conditions, there had been 
some retrenchment among the mission 
boards at Home, contending at the 
same time, that ample funds existed, 
it wisely spent. In his opinion, it 
{g better to lop off useless ‘branches 
than to violate vigorous roots. 

‘The rising of indigenous churches 
was a splendid example of the 
strength of Christianity, but. thelr 
unification with general boards, 
would broaden thelr value to the 
cause. He cited Instances of uni 
fication among several denominations 
in India; Canada was progressing 
favourably, as was the United Stater, 
‘and he mentioned the unification of

Mr, * Frederick William Kellogg, 
fonce'a newspaper proprietor who 
controlled several journals. in Call 
fornia, all of which ‘he sold to Mr. 
ita C’ Copley in 1028, is among the| 
Passengers in the Resolute. 

‘Mr. Kellogg—a close friend of Mr. 
W.R. Hearst whom he regards os a. 
‘great statesman and a man of si 
fere. convietlons—has an intimate 
Knowledge of Buropean conditions, 
He Is greatly impressed by the need 
for a ‘clearer. recognition of Ger- 
many's dificulties. ‘The solidarity of 
the German people behind Herr 
Hier is a factor which Mr. Kellogg 
feels la not sufleiently recognized 1 
England "and. France, “The present 
Journeys of Sir John ‘Simon and Mr. 
Eden do not thrill him, for he con- 
siders that they tend to accentuate, 
‘the isolation of Germany and to per~ 
potuate What he holds to be a state 
Of slavery in Central Europe. 

‘Mr. Kellogg believes that the clear- 
Ing up of the currency situation is 
the task to be tackled by American 
statesmen—and tackled soon, if the 
‘world is to recover its balaiice. He 
Ig apprehensive lest the peoples of 
Europe should be dominated by the| 
armament and banking interests| 
‘whose power in the League of Nations 
ho considers to be a definte stumb- 
Ungeblock in the way of international 
peace. In fact, Mr. Kellogg asser's| 
that the world’s commercial morality 
suffered a severe blow in the Great 
War owing to the profit-making in- 
stincts of "big business” and he main= 
fains ‘that tioso interests are. still 
dominating Europe. Germany will 
come out of the crisis best because 
sho bas rebelled against economic 
‘ervitude and bas found her soul. Mr. 
Kellogg does not believe that the old| 
German ‘militarism is being revived: 
it is rather the assertion by a gr 
people of thelr right of freedom and 
thelr “desire for clean living and 
moral government. He takes the 
view that England, France and Ttaly 
hhave overlooked that aspect of the 
reconstruction problem and will los 
‘out. in consequence! 

‘The diMiculty of the West is the 
aimeuity of the ast—the loss of 
stable currency facilities, ‘The ad~ 
vance of Japan in the Orient is, in 
Mr. Kellogi’s opinion, a factor in’the 
stabilization of peace.

Having driven from Shanghai to 
Canton, via Nanchang, Siu Kuan, and 
‘Swatow, Mr. W. Neo, Shanghai 
Feaident, believes that his car is the 
only motorized vehicle ever to have 
made the trip. “The machine which 
Mr. Nee and ‘his friend employed is 
the Model ¥ British Ford sedan, 
which he reports as having given n0\ 
mechanical" trouble, ‘The light 
motorcar made a petrol average of 
246 miles to the gallon, over roads, 
Wood, indifferent, Dut mostly bad. 

On one occasion they had to change 
their ‘entire route, ‘owing to the 
prevalence of Communists, avoiding 
southern Hunan and nothern Kuang- 
tung, returning from Changsba and 
taking a different road via Swatow. 
Over terrible roads full of chuck-

Mr. B. D. F. Beith on Difficulties Faced by the 
Industry: Adverse Effect on Higher Duties 


‘Mr. B.D. F. Beith, chairman, pre- 
sided at the fourteenth ordinay 
meeting of shareholders of the Ewo 
Cotton Mille, Ltd, in the offices of 
the general managers, Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson & Co,, Ltd, 27 The Bund, 
last Wednesday morning when shares 
176,006 were represented 

Mr. R. J. McNicol, Secretary, read 
the notice convening’ the meeting and 
‘the auditors’ report. 

‘Mr, Beith, im his address, indicated 
‘the sound position of the company in 
spite of the adverse condition faced 
last year as anticipated. He outlined 
some of the chief dimiculties under 
which the cotton Industry as a whole 
wag labouring in China and stressed 
the tact that largely contributary to 
this was the increase in duty on 
cotton instituted in July Inst year by 
the Chinese Government, 

Having token the report and a 
counts a5 read, the chairman recalled 
that lost year he had held out little 
hope of “improvement and he re- 
mretted that hie pessimism had been 
justified although, having regard to 
‘the dimicult period under review, the 
‘accounts were not unsatisfactory 
though less favourable than those for 
1983, Continuing he said:— 


Sound Financial Position 


‘To enable them to pay a reason~ 
able dividend it’ was necessary to 
withdraw $160,000 from the Equalisa- 
ton of Dividends Reserve. 

In respect of the financial years 
1924 and 1925, they withdrew ‘from 
Reserves over $1,000,000, but this sum 
eplaceé ‘during subsequent 
years so that, at the moment, the 
otal reserves’ stand as high as’ they 
ever have done. After the transfer 
of the $160,690 there will still remain 
nearly $1,400,000 in the Equalisation 
of Dividends Reserve, while the 
General Reserve and Cotton Fluctua- 
tion Reserve will remain unchanged 
At approximately $4,200,000. ‘Thus the 
company is still ina very sound 
‘nancial condition.

‘Mr. A. H, Leslie, against whom 
three separate charges of falsifying 
the accounls of the International 
Recreation Club were framed in H.M, 
Police Court, was commitied for trial 
fon ‘Thursday. "ine Keg.strar, Mr. C. 
H, Haines, said the prosecution ‘nad 
produced ' sufficient evidence to) 
Justify him committing the accused 
‘on all, three counts, Mr, John Mc 
Nelli Conducted the prosecution, ana 
‘Mr. Ranald MeDonald the defence. 
‘the accused was granted bail on 
fone surety in hls own recognizance of 
£60, and two sureties of #25 each. 
‘The question whether defending 
counsel, in a preliminery hearing, 
has the right to address the Bench 
fat the conclusion of the ease for the 
prosecution, and before any charges 
fare framed, was argued by Mir. 
Mangia MeDonald, defending Mr. 
Leslie, on Monday, April 1. The 
Registrar held that the Criminal 
Justice Act of 1925 gave no such 
Tight, and framed three charges 
‘against the accused, 
in onswer to each charge when 
read, ie accused sald “Iam. not, 
guilty."

Mr. John MeNeill, for the prow 
secution, submitted ’ that Mr. Me- 
Donald ‘had confused the duties of 
‘the Bench in a preliminery hearing, 
which, he sakd, must decide firstly 
whether the evidence disclosed was 
sufficient to frame a charge upon any 
indictable offence, and secondly, to 
consider whether it was a case which 
properly could go before a jury. 

“I fail to eee,” Mr. MeNeiil  con- 
cluded, “how my learned friend can 
address you, if he does not know 
beforehand what the charge is, if 
there is to be one,” 

‘Ths Registrar sald he had given 
the matter very careful attention, The 
position was that the prosecution laid 
‘a complaint and evidence was heard 
in support of it, His first duty was 
to decide whether it was to be heard 
summarily, or whether it was a case 
which ultimately might be sent for 
trial, Assuming it was a grave 
offence, and therefore could not be 
‘taken summarily, he would hear the 
evidence brought forward by the 
prosecution, and the cross-examina- 
tion on such evidence by the defend- 
ing counsel. When the evidence for 
‘the prosecution was complete, he 
‘had to decide whether there ' was 
suflicient evidence put forward, un- 
assailed by cross-examination, to en- 
able him to frame the charge. 

‘The procedure, he said, definitely 
was laid down under the Criminal 
Justice Act of 1925, which pro. 
vided that, in a preliminary hear- 
ang, defending counsel only could 
address the Bench after the charges 
‘were framed, if the accused either 
should give’ evidence himself, or 
should call witnesses to give evidence 
on, his behalf. 

“Immediately the prosecution is 
finished,” the Registrar quoted from 
the Act, “the justices shall read the 
charge,” and he coneluded:—"I wont 
to muke it quite clear there is no

‘question of unfairness. What I have| 
to decide is merely whether the evi- 
dence discloses sufficient material 10 
frame a charge; that is all. ‘There is 
no question of finding the accused 
guilty. or committing ‘him for tri 
‘that remains until Inter.” 

Mr, MeDonald on Wednesday ad- 
dressed the Bench on the case as pre- 
|sented by the prosecution. ‘The Regis- 
tar allowed Mr. McDonald to give an 
address when counsel said he would 
bbe calling one witness—Mfr. ¥. S. Day, 
the late secretary of the Internation’ 
Recreation Club. 

‘Mr, McDonald said his submission 
was that no case had been made out 
‘upon which any jury possibly could 
convict. He emphasised the laxity 
In the conduct of the elub, and gave 
as instances the missing "$20,000 in 
1633; the shroff who got away with 
$582' in 1935; the apparent neglect 
‘Of observation of certain rules 
fof the club; the apparent lack 
fof supervision of the accused; 
the “fact that the accused had 
‘no written instructions; the fact that 
the accused was super-imposed upon 
by work without extra remuneration; 
and the fact that no balance-sheet 
even yet had been prepared by the 
‘“so-ealted” club. He reminded 
Court that the fundamental factor to 
Keep in mind was that the accused 
was not a chartered accountant. To 
fall him an accountant was mis 
demeanour; actually he was either 9 
bbook-keeper or an “oficial” as defined 
by Rule It of the club, | whieh 
specified that an official should keep 
all accounts under the supervision 
of the treasurer. 

‘Mr. MeDonald drew attention to 
the amount of work done by the 
accused while engaged by the LRC. 
‘The membership, he said, was about 
1,000 ‘persons, whose yearly accounts 
came to some $14,000. The balance 
sheet, prepared by the accused, 
totalled about $9,000,000. ‘The bridge 
Accounts also handled by the accused 

rose from some $500 in July 1033, 
to $6,500 by December, 1938, with an 
annual turnover of’ $57,000. All 
winners were pald in full, but some 
of the losers had failed to pay, Since 
the accused's suspension, the bridge 
accounts had been discontinued. An- 
other duty of the accused was to look 
after the bar and bar accounts 

Mr. Blaker, Mr. McDonald said, 
sald'the system of Keeping the ac- 
counts was adequate, but  Couns-1 
thought it a legitimate inference that 
the accused, in having to. prepare 
balance sheet by January 11, 
enrolling all details up'to December 
31, 1934, was very rushed to have it 
ready and also to have the books in 
order by that date, 

‘That there was an apparent dis 
‘appearance of a considerable amount 
‘of money, Mr. MeDonald submitted, 
was not felevant to any of the 
charges. It was no evidence that the 
accused knew of its disappearance 
because, in answer to questions put 
by Mr. Blaker, the accused stated 
he could not explain how it had dis- 
‘appeared. ‘That’ the accused was 
careless was apparent, and he would 
bbe the first to admit it, but that was 
rot the offence with which he was 
charged. 

‘Mr. McDonald emphasised the ease 
with which a mistake could be made 
in a balance sheet and books, and 
reminded the Registrar that’ Mr. 
Spink admitted omitting to put the 
date in the ledger when he ‘opened 
the cash suspense account, whilst no 
balance sheet was yet prepared. ‘The 
transparent honesty of the accused 
was shown by his openness in all 
his’ actions. Both Mr. Blaker and 
Mr. Spink said the books were very 
well kept. 

“In short," said Mr. McDonald, “the 
accused withheld nothing "and 
deceived no one.” 

‘The prosecution Counsel argued, 
must prove thelr case, and in that 
they nad wholly tolled, because they 

not proved any attempt to 
defraud whatsoever. 

“In conclusion,” defending counsel 
said, “T submit that the prosecution 
have wholly failed to discharge the 
‘onus of proof, which is, fortunately, 
in our courts, always imposed upon 
them, and your Honour has no othr 
‘course open to you than to hold that 
nno case has been made out, to ellow 
the accused to go forth into the world 
able to hold up his head among his 
fellows and to forget the shame and 
ignominy to which he has been. sub- 
Jected, and, with the aid of his many 
friends, to make a fresh start in life. 

‘Mr. ¥. 8. Day, former secretary of 
the ERC. was ‘then called to give 
evidence. He said he was in ‘the 
‘employ of the LR.C. for some eighteen 
for nineteen years. On February 21, 
fhe was suspended and in March dis- 
‘missed, The accused was recommend- 
ed to him and Le put his name before 
the committee, and in August, 1931, 
the accused siarted his duties a a 
book-Keeper. ‘The accused had no 
Jagreement in writing with the LRC. 
After the accused was fully engaged 
with the LRC,, his duties were to look 
after all the books of the club, and 
























































ater he took over the running of 


Jot which, Mr. Day said, he considered 
[very successful, both financially and 
}as, to smooth running. 

‘When cross-examined by Mr. John. 
MeNeill (for the prosecution) witness 
was ‘asked whether he knew there 
was $15,000 to $18,000 unpaid bar ac~ 
Jcounts towards the end of 1924. Mr. 
Day replied that he knew of that. 

‘Mr. MeNeill—And do you still say 
that the accused's control of the bar 
was “very successful,” knowing the 
‘amount outstanding?—In view of that,* 
Tm afraid my opinion is that it was 
rot very successful, but these amounts 
‘were due largely 'in December, and 
actually the elub's method of collec- 
tion would not come into complete 
operation “until two months after- 

For the work the accused did in 
connection with the ‘bar, Mr. Day 
said the chairman of the House Com- 
mittee promised to commend him at 
the annual general meeting. 

Mr. Day sald the accused used to: 
live on the premises of the club, 
having a room there. His office was 
easily accessible, but he could ‘not| 
say whether it would be dificult or 
not to get into the office at any time. 

Questioned on the bridge accounts, 
Mr. Day said they commenced in 
‘August, 1983, and were looked after 
bythe’ accused. He believed they 
involved “quite a Bit of work. 
Witness knew nothing of the time 
spent by a person looking after the 
bridge accounts. 

MF. MeNelll—So that when you| 
sald there was “quite a bit of work” 
to keep them, you were drawing on’ 
your Imagination?—It was no. im- 
Agination. 

‘Witness went on to explain that! 
several members played every night 
‘and this meant an average of twenty. 
cards being made out every mor- 
ning. 

Mr. Day sald that the accused| 
applied for a loan of $800 in Nov- 
‘ember, 1934, shortly after his brother 
died. "The ‘matter went before  the| 
committee, after the accused had 
written officially to him, and the loan 
was granted by the committee. 

Mr. MeNelll asked Mr. Day if he 
knew anything of the disappearance

‘accounts. One was with the Hong- 
kong & Shanghai Banking Corpora- 
tion, two separate accounts with the 
Agricultural and Industrial Bank of 
China, and one with the National 
Commercial and Savings Bank. Both 
accounts in the Agricultural and In- 
‘dustrial Bank of China were operated 
by his signature. To the best of his 
recollection, witness said, there were 
no other banks with which the club 
hhad accounts in 1933. 

‘Mr. McNeill: TI suggest that this! 
sum of $23,000 odd (a sum referred 
to prosecuting counsel at the 
hearing a8 not being banked with the 
club's general banking account) was 
transferred in its proper account by 
means of a cheque on the Agricultural 
‘and Industrial Bank?—I cannot recol- 
lect the details. but I am certain that 
[there could not have possibly been, 
‘any missing money as the accounts 
‘and balance sheet were duly audited, 
signed by the auditors, and passed 
at the annual meeting of that year. 

‘Mr. Day admitted that the accounts 
of the efab with the Agricultural and 
Industrial Bank of China were not 
‘shown in the books of the — club,| 
though the account with the National 
Commercial and Savings Bank was 
shown.

‘That’ journalistic _institution| 
mown in America asthe 


“columnist” is often a source of 
admiration. and, be it said, some 
amazement to English ‘critics. 
Certain London newspapers have 
tempted to produce a similar 
le, but somehow or o'her the 
idea, after crossing the Atlantic, ap- 
pears to have suffered much loss of 
vigour. So in spite of Mr. Hannen. 
‘Swaffer, Lord Castlerosse, Mr. 
Randolph Churchill and the rest, 
the English columnist is pathetically 
anaemic and misses the colour and. 
instinetive flair for diversion which 
characterize the American expert. 
In Los Angeles there is a paper! 
called the “Los Angeles Times” and 
there Mr. Harry Carr reigns in all 
‘the glory of one of America’s most 
brilliant columnists. Mr. Harry 
Carr one day came to China. Al 
Journalist of his eminence could not 
{fail to produce a readable book and 
‘Mr. Carr toured Japan, Korea, Man- 
churia and China, the Philippines, 
Java, Bali and Australia, He had 
Conversations with most people, ap~ 
parently, and as he was getting over 
the ground quickly, it is not to be 
expected that the conversations| 
were very comprehensive. But Mr. 
Carr's grasp of what soldiers would 
call “the gerieral idea” was enough 
to make his description of “Riding 
the Tiger”, as his book is styled, a 
by no means ineffective survey of 


Far Eastern affairs. 








It he were riding a tiger in| 
developing his view of the Pacfic 
problem, he may be said to have 
been on the back of another animal 
of the same description in applying 
his columnist technique to an 
Oriental travelogue. So, while he! 
was too good an observer to be: 
blind to realities, the need of con~ 
trolling that other tiger was bound 
to lead him into difficulties. When 
the oolumnist strikes difficulties they 
speedily disappear by the simple 
process of applying what might be 
called his natural mother wit. Mr. 
Harry Carr has a pretty wit and he 
can wield it to the delight of his 
readers even if the process involves 
their being led away  insensibly| 
from the.strict paths of accuracy. 
In fact, study of his writings sug~ 
‘gests that the columnist gets his of- 
fects by smothering the pill of truth 
in the marmalade of a lively 
imagination. 

So on his tiger ride which took 
him to China Mr. Carr was parti- 
cularly happy in letting his genius 
run wild, He has » gracefulness| 
about his malice which robs it of 
its sting and he is just a3 likely to 
level it at his own people as well 
‘at other nations. The treatment 
which he accords to Shanghai may 
not impress the serious searcher: 
‘after truth, but it will certainly 
delight those who prefer to have a 
ttle spice to their meals. Not that 
Mr, Carr is habitually reckless in| 
his volatility. “He has a curious and | 
almost irritating habit of hanging 
the shrewdest of observations on to 
the tail of one of his most heetical- 
ly erratic comets of the brain. 
So in judging his quality by quota~ 
‘tion, it must not be suggested that| 
correction is always necessary. ‘The 
chief object in quoting from Mr. 
Carr, at this moment at all events, 
is to show how he sets laughter 
going in his reader’s mind. 








Here, for instance, let him start 
‘with att at British customs in 
Shanghai 
"All the banks of Shanghal—in. 
cluding the Scandinavian—have. tc 
love on. the anniversary of the 
Kings birthday; but the ‘American 
holidays—such as Fourth of July— 
fre properly ignored.

But he found people in Shanghal 
curiously lacking in the Rotary 
spirit, if the next paragraph is any 


guide; though he is a little confused 


regarding the naval aspirations of 


this port: 


Everybody hates everybody else in 
‘Shanghal. The Chinese boycott the 
Japanese. ‘The Japanese tear the 
Chinese into shreds with high ex- 
Dlosive shells. The French hate the 
British. The British might hate the| 
Freneh, only of course one does not| 
notice “the  bounders. Upon one 
point only do they concentrate: they 
all hate the Americans, 

‘The river in front of the Bund 
litters, at night with the winking} 
signal lights of ships of war lying 
anchor—British gunboats, American 
ruisers, Chinese ships, flotillas of

‘with honorable gestures—and count| 
each other's guns. 

He takes a glance at the street|

ures in Bubbling Well Road and| 
‘Broadway, but he breaks off from 
raillery to put a word in for the 
tourist who does not get into the| 
limelight: 

‘My experience—trom travelling 
on fitteen different ships on a trip| 
round the world—is that the average) 
‘American tourist in these depres-| 
‘lon days is a widow who is spend- 
Ing her life insurance money. She 
hhas altered the characteristics  of| 
the tourist trade all over the world. 
It isthe fashion to pour down 
ridleule on the ‘awful American | 
tourist’ T'did not find them awful. 
For the most part they were well- 
‘behaved, quiet people of ford 
‘manner—a little naive, perhaps, but| 
‘meeting the natives of every country 
with sympathy and friendliness, 











He also pays a tribute to Shang- 
hat’s social sense, and incidentally; 
to China's commercial superiority: 
‘All inter-racial bars are down in| 
‘Shanghai. In the British colony at| 
Hongkong the Chinese and for-| 
‘elgners do not mingle socially. tn! 
‘Shanghai university-bred Chinese 
are a feature of every social soirée. 
‘They are charming. There is about 
them, however, a species of cool 
joothess and self-sufficiency. I was

‘The Future 


Is this a time to change conditions? 
China and Japan have not technically 
been’ in armed “warfare” against 
rach other since 1895—forty years 
ago, But the setting up of a new 
country out of a huge part of China, 
the prolonged and destructive battle 
between Japanese and Chinese at 
Shanghai, the repeated Chinese boy- 
cotis “against Japanese trade, the 
lured nationalistic propaganda and 
Proposals to further aggressions, 
together with the constant stimulus of 
the nationalistic feeling in Japan and 
China against the opposing country 
hhave constituted a war in fact sf not 
in name. 

Every war finally comes to an end. 
War is always expensive to both of 
the contestants. China and Japan 
both have suffered, To-day we hear 
much of a rapprochement between 
the two countries, France was 
humiliated when the Germans oc- 
cupied Paris and the Kaiser was pro- 
claimed at Versailles in 1970, Alsace 
‘and Lorraine became a part of the 
German Emplxe for nearly a balf a 
century. Now they are again a part 
of France, 

It may bo that the time has come 
for the un-named intermittent war 
of the past twenty years between 
China and Japan to be ended, ‘The 
League of Nations tried to end it, 
‘Japan demanded those direct negotia- 
tions which are common to vielor and 
vanquished. She withdrew from the 
League to make such negotiations 
‘easier. 

‘To the ordinary observer those 
negotiations now seem in progress. 
Perhaps it Is time for all the world to 
accept the facts of this long war of 
@ peculiar type between China and 
‘Japan and let a peace be declared. 
Frenchmen and Germans crossed each 
other's borders peacefully for more 
than two generations, ‘Then came 
1014 and 1019. May there never be 
‘a 1914 for Japan and China, Let us 
hope that some other way willl be 
found for out-growing the wrongs of 
the past and of the present. But is it 
not ‘time for some peculiar method 
of peace to end a peculiar method of 
war and let the great nations of 
Eastern Asia try some other means 
of contest, not to say try more con 
structive co-operation? 

North China could easily become a 
hhistorie ground of contest and historic 
‘as a place where contest is ended— 
fended for a while at least. We are 

lad that there was a trealy of peact 
at Versailles in 1919 though the in 
ustice of that treaty has plagued the 
‘world ever since and is only gradual 




















ly being adjusted without war. 


‘Lot us have peace in Eastern Asia. 
‘What shall be its basis?

‘Mar, 31—Wind and rain flatten 
out the country in a most depressing 
manner, but Nature quickly recov- 
rs, and four days after a severe 
‘Storm the fields look as beautiful es 
ever. ‘The Rape has taken back its 
‘brilliant yellow. and smells all the 
‘sweeter for a drenching; the beans 
are alight with the vivid mauve of 
‘their scented flowers; the barley is 
already in the ear; and the wheat, 
a week oF so behind it, is trying to 
burst its swelling sheaths with grain. 
But of all these. plants the Rape is 
‘the most. beautiul patch of 
eoncentrated sunshine rising radiant- 

+ ly above pale green 1 ‘The 
Problem of the Rape is a dimeult 
‘One, for when you see it growing 
ike an. insignifeant native cabbage 
‘you cannot dream that it has such 
hidden floral virtues to flame forth 
in the Spring: it is one of that puzz- 
Ung. botanical family bearing’ the 
name of Brassica, and when T hear 
Tt’ always think of the proverbial 
country. curate. who never could 
‘count his children “because they 
ran about so. much.” No. botanist 
ean help this Brassica family so far 
fas T can make out: some are named 
Cabbage (several kinds) ‘Cauliftow- 
ex, Kohirabl, Kale, Colza, Rape, 
‘Swede, Turnip and Mustard:” what 
familyi Most of them have ‘yellow 
flowers (though some have white oF 
pale blulsh-lavender).....and most 
Vivid yellow of all are those of the 
Rape, “The Chinese call them “Yu 
sal” and. all thelr food Is cooked 
in the oll crushed from their seeds. 
Finally, a Chinese book on botany. 
(as used. in the schools). tell me 











jit my translator is correct. 
that the Yu Teai is one of the five 
"Meat Food vegetables” and is thus 
forbidden to Taolsts and despised by 
scholars and high ofelals.. So Tam 
glad that T am none of these, for 
the young leaves and shoots of the 
Rape are among the most delicious 
of our vegetables, But just fancy 
Mustard being a half-brother to a 
cabbage! ‘The original Rev. Brassiex 
does seem to have got his family 
mixed up....and 1 would lke. to 
know what’ Mr. Colman has to say 
about that! 








‘April 3A. week has passed since 
‘Maggie's nest was blown out of its 
trea, and I think it is important that 
should record what has happened 
‘ince: for is it not unusual occasions 
such as this which display to us 
the ‘marvellous workings of Nature? 
It ts well-known that ‘Magpies only 
bring up one brood in a year and 
lay no more eggs after they have 
‘brooded their first clutch. Yet with- 
in three days of losing her twen! 
day old youngsters. this Magple was 
‘working ‘ike fury on a new’ nest... 
in my warden, if you please! This 
filustrates to "me "two "remarkable 
facts: first, the complete change of 
mental and physical functions which 
take place when the natural processes 
of a bird's lite ‘are interfered with: 
second, the fact that birds have an 
excellent memory for places... for 
this second nest is being built in the 
exact spot in my Poplar tree which 
‘Maggie and her, husband previously 
‘used as a dump for building material. 
A further fact is made evident in this 
Uttle eple of bird lite. When” the 
original nest fell, Maggie stuck to her 
‘Post and fell with it: for she is now 
Jame in one teg, and hops and runs 
round the garden with a decided list 
to port. Father is quite unharmed, 
‘but seems to be filled with a new 
energy a8 a result of adversity, “He 
piles material on to the nest for his 
wite to weave into the structure. and 
and if he drops a stick he dives down. 

«then in is 
haste to fly vertically up with It, 
‘bumps his head on a” branch ‘and 
Screams with anger! But he will not 
be defeated: he flies off at an angie 
to the house-top, then swiftly re- 
turns at a downward angle to de- 
posit “his precious burden safely. 
Finally T must state that. though 
Maggie {3 lame, “she is otherwise 
sound in wind ‘and limb....and her 
powers of invective are quite un- 
impaired. After six days work the 
nest is almost complete. 


April 4—To-day I must tell the 
story of Leo and Perrin, children of 
Maggi....1 mean Maggie....for they 
fare growing sc rapidly I shall coon 
Jose them, ond 1 think their little 
story is wordh recording. When their 
nest crashed they were only babies 
of two weeks, with many quills 
where feathers should be, quite. un- 
able to fly or to fend for themselves: 
it is fortunate for birds such as these 
that the Chinese are great bird 
lovers and have a sort of supersitious 
reverence for Magpies. ‘They were 
picked up by a chauffeur who put 
them in a basket and proceeded. to 
feed them by hand until T was able 
to trace them (after I noticed the 
nest was gone). They are now in my. 
verandah living in a splendid imita- 
tion of a Magpie's nest made out of 
‘two open-mesh baskets; the upper 
one upturned and the lower one lined 
with straw. Lea is tall and lanky 
(and very greedy); Perrin is smaller 





















































and rather crotchety. . . . probably 
because she injured one of her wings 
slightly in her fall, Both birds are 
growing rapidly and display evidence 
‘of hunger which proves to me once 
‘more that the life of a parent Magpie 
maust be a strenuous one. Another

traordinarlly deficient in imaginative 
powers. Not only must the Chinese 
Jaudience not see the property man 
Jas he sits and smokes on the stage| 
Jor strolis about in , his ordinary 
working clothes amorigst the actors, 
but they must be able to supply 
all the scenery in their heads.

London, Mar. 12. 
Biting winds from a “Russian 
corridor,” worse than all the depres- 
sions of Teeland; an afternoon by the 
fire: papers full of anticipations of 
Jubilee festivities—and somehow my 
mind turned back to life as it was in 
1910 and the enormous gulf’ that 
separates us from the year when 
King George came to the throne. 

‘Whatever these 25. years 
may have done for England ‘as a 
‘whole, the change they have brought 
{n the position and outlook of women 
‘must surely be greater than all the 
rest of history can equal. 

‘The suffragettes had not yet, 1 
think, ‘gone the length of hurling 
themselves urder the Derby racers’ 
feet; but they were already the daily 
sensation of the newspapers—tying: 
themselves to railings in Downing 
Street while they shrieked “Votes for 
Women” till they foamed at the 
‘mouth; invading Parliament; kicking 
‘and biting the police who had bodily, 
to carry them out; going on hunger 
strikes and being fed foreibly through. 
‘the nose in Holloway gaol. 


IL. C. C. Ladies 

"There were women on the London 
‘County Council: T remember attend- 
{ing one meeting, in the public gallery, 
and thinking how odd and out-of- 
place they looked. The days of Nancy 
Astor, Thelma Cazalet and Margaret 
Bondfeld—actually a woman mem- 
ber, oF rather now ex-member, of the 
Cabinet and a Privy Councillor: 
then seemed very far off. ‘The war 
did more for women | than the 
suffragettes would ever have achieved, 
for the country was turning mulish 
under their excesses. Now we all 
have the vote: and I wonder how: 
much ninety-nine of every hundred 
of us really value it, 
\Pre-War Salaries 

‘The now almost universal principle 
that every girl, even of well-to-do 
families, should’ be trained to some 
calling.’ was unthought of. ‘There 
were wlrl typists, of course, but 
drawn wholly from the humbler 
classes and they had not begun to 
oust the men from this work as they’ 
nearly have now. Their pay was 
wretched: 283 a week was thought 
quite good: many girls were glad to 
take 15s, and worked six full days, 
for it. Money, of course, went fur- 
ther then, but even by the values «f 
1010, 286 a week was very inferior to 
the '£2 which is now the average, 

Professions had hardly opened thelr 
doors to women. ‘There were some 
Indy-doctors, a few artists, one or 
two great memes in the educational 
World. That about covered the field 
‘The notion of lady barristers, insu 
‘ance brokers and _garage-keepers, 
would have caused a million hands to 
'€0 up in horror. 


“Blue-Stocking” 

Comparatively few girls went to a 
university. Those who did. imme 
diately ranked as. “blue-stockings’ 
and were eyed mistrustfully especial- 
ly by men. But, though Girton and 
Newnham " had ‘great names (one 
heard less in those days of the Ox- 
ford colleges for women) the old 
universities did not really welcome 
girl students. Now Oxford at least, 
if not Cambridge, confers degrees on 
them and allows them to take morn- 
ing coffee and afternoon tea in the 
Union. 

‘The fact is that in 1910 the pro 
fession for a girl was still to come 
home from her finishing school, and 
sit down and wait for seme one to. 

arry her. 

‘By the way, for a girl to wear 
‘glasses was then considered a hideous 
disfigurement. “Big noses are very: 
difficult to marry,” says Lady Brack- 
nell in “The Importance of Being| 
Earnest". So were spectacles. Now 
they ‘seem to rank as an aitraction, 
and the thicker the frames, the 
greater the adornment. 


‘Feminine Athletics 

Girls had not taken to athletics to 
anything like the extent they have 
now, though hockey was played more 
than to-day, when in many schools 
it is giving place to lacrosse. Lawn 
tennis for the vast majority was the 
veriest pat-ball. Football, cricket, and 
rowing—we still rather’ gasp at the 
thought of them—would have reduced 
‘any gitl exponent to the level of the 
tricoteuses of the Terror. Swimming 
was still hampered by a sort of faint 
recollection of carefully hedged bath- 
ing-machines and heavy serge bathing 
suits. Mixed bathing would have been 
regarded with horror. One wonders 
‘what 1910 would have sald to to-day’s 
newspaper pictures of the Kenwood 
Bathing Belles all diving in together, 
with the thermometer below freezin 
or worse still, a mixed group of sun- 
bathers in Lansbury’s Lido. 
Modern Cyclists 

Girls bicycied a good deal, inrather 
‘tight skirts designed to show no more 
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than ankles in any wind, sitting up 
very strgight. Again one wonders 
what would have happened if such a 
feminine figure as one saw by the 
hundred last summer hed appeared— 
bent double over the handles of a 
man’s machine, shorts, bare legs, 
‘open-necked shirt, bare head. It is 
recorded that when the first top-hat 
appeared in London streets, there was 
a rlot and many women fainted. So 
it would certainly have been in 1910. 

Social taboo. were still plenteous 
and rigid, Divorce was not talked 
‘about, and divoreées, however much 
they ‘might ‘be the. innocent party, 
‘were ‘not known, Chaperons: were 
still the normal furniture of dances, 
Uke dance programmes, Cocktails 
‘were familior but not for girls, who 
generally were supposed to prefer 
lemonade or, at most, that sickly 
decoction, ‘claret cup. | There were 
night clubs, but they would scarcely 
be mentioned in the presence of 
ladies. For @ young man to ring up 
‘a girl ot dinner-time and carry her 
off for an evening's dancing at a 
road-house would have been unthink- 
fable. But there were no road-houses, 
partly or the taboos mentioned, 
partly because motor-cars, which have 
helped to create them, were still the 
privilege of the rich instead of the 
plaything of the million, 


Elegant Fashions 


Fashions, 1 think, were decidedly 
pretty, particularly’ the tailor-made 
‘coats and skirts, which were practical 
while still “preserving a certain 
feminine softness; and the large hats, 
which were not only large but en- 
‘ormous. But there can be no ques- 
tion that dressing all round has im- 
mensely improved in recent years. 
As halt, skirts have grown short- 
fer, everyone has become smarter. 
London girls, in the main, used to be 
deplorably careless about their hair, 
and their shoes and stockings were a 
disgrace. Now the only complaint s 
that their smartness is, perhaps, too 
defiant. But they have come out to 
fend for themselves, and what would 
you? 

In the house the mistress was still 
mistress. Excellent, cooks could be 
got for £25 a year, parloyrmalds for 
£20, and lower wages were paid 
without apparent dissatigfaction on 
either side, But then maidservants 
had to give, not to expect, satisfac 
tlon: they were easily dismissed and 
readily replaced, and an alternate 
Sunday afternoon and evening out 
and one day a month were supposed 
to be ull the air and recreation they 
needed. Surely the sins of the past 
fare visited upon the children, and, 
with so many openings for women 
outside domestic work, servants have 
the whip hand. 


Housekeepers’ Budgets 

In 1910 T-personally had nothing to 
do with housekeeping, but I believe 
that for the food of an ordinarily 
‘comfortable upper-middle-class house- 
hold 10s a week per head was con- 
sidered omple, It would be at Teast 
15s now, and we ha 
and variety of cheai 
1910 never knew—not to mention all 
sorts of labour-saving contrivance 
ike the famous Smith's Crisps (i.e. 
potato chips), breaderumbs sold. in 
bags, sponge-cake mixtures that 
merely have to be whipped up and 
put in the oven, vegetables in tins 
only needing to be heated, and every 
kind of fruit from all the world, at 
all seasons. None of these wore 
known in 1610.
